BULBS under Seotion 4 of the Bengal Steam-Boilers 
and Prime-Movers A.ot, 1879, since extended 
to all places in the districts of Hooghly, Howrah, 
and the 24-Pargana8 within a radius of 30 miles 
from Calcutta, to the subdivisions of Baniganj, 

Giridib, and Qobindpur, to the districts of Sonthal 
Parganas and Patna, to the Municipalities of Burdwan 
and Bhagalpur, district of Shahabad, Town of 
Monghyr, the Pusa Bstate, the Towns of Dacca and 
Narayanganj, and to the districts of Binghbhum and 
Gaya. 

I. —A Boiler Commission shall be appointed to consist of the 
Commissioner of Police, and not less than three other Commis¬ 
sioners to be appointe>' by Government from time to time.

(2) after the expiration of the period, if lest than one year, 
for whioh the boiler and maohinezy bare been stated in the 
oertifioate to be sufficient, or 

(3) after notioo has been given by the Commisaioners to the 
owner, manager or agent of the steam-boiler to whioh the oerti- 
fioate relates tiiat they have oanoelled or suspended it. 

XYIil.—There shall be two kinds of inspection of boilers— 

la) When the certificate granted under this Aot is about 
to expire, or when this has been revoked or suspended under sec¬ 
tion 8 of the Act and tho owner desires that it shall be renewed, a 
thorough examination, inside and outside, shall be made ny 
one of the Inspectors in person, for which purpose the boilers 
must be empty, oool and clean, and flues swept ; and, if required 
by the Inspector, any parts or settings must be removed for 
examination of the boiler in every part. 

(bl An ordinary inapeotion may be made by an Inspeotor 
at any time for the purpose of ascertaining whether a certifloate 
should be' revoked or suspended under section 8 of the Aot. 

XIX. —The Vioe-Tresidont and Secretary shall (unless the 
owner oonsents to have the boiler ready for inspection on an 
earlier date approved by the Vioo-Prosideiit and Secretary) give 
one week’s notiee of evorjr intended examination under 
rule XVIII, ond warn the owner that if the boiler is not empty, 
oool, oloau and ready for inspection on the date named, there 
may be delay in issuing or renewing a oertifioate, whioh might 
thus render the owner or person in charge of the boiler liable to 
a fine of Us. 500 under eeotiou 11 of the Aot. 

XX. —The Yioe-President and Secretary shall enbmit to the 
Ooromission at each meeting the Inepeotor’s reports on the boilers 
inspeoted in the form of a diary, whioh shall be recorded in 
the office. 

XXL—Fees for the inspection of boilers and delivery of 
oertifioates shall be charged aeoardiug to the following scale ;—

TJNIVKHSITT MATKICULATION EXAMINATION, 1811. 

Tcit-emaminafion of Private Studenta, 

1. A student who has not attended any school, reoognised by the Calcutta Uniyersity, 
for at least one year preyious to the examination, or who has heeu transferred since the 1st 
September next preceding the examination, without the consent of the Inspector, to the school 
from which he appears, will be treated ns a private student. 

2. All private students are required to appear at the test-examination of a ailla 
school. No private student will be admitted to the test-examination unless accom¬ 
panied, for the purpose of identification, by some person known to the Head Master. 

3. The first day of the test*examination in all xilla schools in the BLagalpur Division 
will be the 14th December 1910. 

4. Each private student will have to paj a fee of Es. 2 for permission to appear at 
the test-examiuation to the head of the Institution at which he ajipears. The balance of 
fees, after pa 3 'mtnt of expenses (stationery, etc.), will go as remuneration to the examiners. 

5. Candidates for the tefct-exan.ii'ation should apply to this ofi^oe not later than the 
20th November 1910. They should forward the certificates granted to them under the 
transfer rules by the E^ad Master of the school in which they last read. In the case of a 
candidate who had foiled at a previous Entrance or Matriculation Examination and did not 
join a school afterwards, the Kegistrar's receipt, in original, will be accepted in lieu of the 
transfer certificate. 

(5. A student who had failed to pass the annual examination for promotion to the 
first class at the end of sission 19G9-1910 and then loft the school cannot under any 
circumstances be allowed to appear at the Matriculation Examination that will be held 
on the Ist March 1910 and following dej-^s. 

7. Each candidate should submit with this applioalion a statement showing— 

(1) Age. No candidate who has not completed or will not complete the age 

of 16 years on the first day of the month in which he appears at the 
Matriculation Examination, will bo allowed to appear at it. 

(2) Residence. 

(3) Father’s name. 

(4) Classical language. 

(5) Venlacular laneuage. 

(6) Additional subjeofs. 

(7) Whether he appeared at any previous Entrance or Matriculation Examin¬ 

ation. 

(8) A certificate signed by a respectable gentleman to the effect that 

the candidate has prosecuted a regular course of study and has been 
subject to proper discipline. 

8. £o>t&~fidc teachers emploj’ed in any of the recognized sohools in the Bhagalpur 
Division may be admitted to the test-examination on payment of the prescribed fee, 
provided they can produce certificates of service and character from their employers, or from 
the Deputy Inspector of the district concerned 

9. The formo of application for pormission to appear at the Matriculation Exa¬ 
mination will be signed by the Head Master of the zilla sohool at which the candi¬ 
dates have undergone the test, and will be forwarded by him to the Inspector for oounter- 
signature. 

10. - Applications and fees (amounting to Rs. 12 in each oase) for admission to the 
Matriculation Examination must be forwarded to the Registrar oi the Calcutta University by 
the private candidates themselves,, so as to.reach his ofiBoe on or before the 16th January 
1911. 

Intermediate in Arte and Science, B. A. and li. Sc, Etcaminationa, 1021. 

1. Deputy inspectors of Sclicols, Sub-Inspectors of Schools, and bont-fide teachers 
of recognised High English schools in the Bhagalpur Division of three years’ standing, i. e., 
those wno have served ns such for full three academical sessions, or for six months in the oaae 
of those who were admitted to a former examination of the same class will be admitted to the 
above examinations. Tliese latter must have served for six mouths prior to the submission of 
their applications to the Inspoctcr for oounte''signature. Nchool-masters should produoe 
ceitifioatoa of clmraoier and length of service (with dates), and of diligent and regular slndies 
from the managers of the schools in which they are employed. The applications must reach 
this office not later than tlto idth January 1911. 

2. Candidates for the B.A. or B.8o. Examination must forward with the applioatioiu 
their F.A. or I. A* or 1. So. ccitificates, and those for the I.A. or I.So. Examination their

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CbuMciJ of Legal JEdneation. 

27. The Oounoil of Legal Eduoation Bhall oonaist of twen^ Benohen, five to be nomi¬ 
nated by eaoh Inn of Court, of whom four shall be a quorum. The Members of the Oounoil 
shall remain in ofBoe for two years, and eaoh Inn shall bare power to fill up any raoanoy 
that may ooour in the number of its nominees during that period. To this Oounoil shall be 
entrusted the power and duty of superintending the Eduoation and Examination of students 
and of arranging and settling the details of the sereral measures which may be deemed 
necessary to m adopted for those purposes or in relation thereto, and suoh other matters as 
are herein in that behalf mentioned. 

The following Regulations shall, as regards the powers of the Oounoil, be directory 
only, and shall to subjeot to suoh modifioatlonB and amendments as the Oounoil shall deem 
expedient, but any suoh modifioation or amendment shall be forthwith reported to the Four

Staff' of Teachfra and Mode of Teaching. 

32. There shall be a permanent staff of suoh a number of Readers, not more than 
eight, as the Ooimcil may think expedient; and such Readers shall give instruotion both 
oateohetically aud by lectures, in such subjects as shall be directed by the Oounoil. 

33. In addition to the Readers there shall be a permanent staff of Assistant Readers for 
Elementarr Classes, but the number of suoh Assistant Readers and Elementary Olasses ■h»ii 
be left to the Council.

The Council shall have power to require payment of additional foes for attendance at the 
Lectures of Lieoturers on particular subjects appointed under Regulation 34. 

The Examination Jor Call to the Bar. 

43. There shall be four examinations for Calls to the Bar in eaoh year—one before 
each Term, and in sufficient time to enable the requisite Certificates to be gpranted by the 
Oounoil on or before the first day of eaoh Term. 

44. The Bar Examination consists of two parts. No student will receive a Certificate 
of Fitness for Cali to the Bar unless he has pass^ a satisfactory Examination in both parts. 

Every student must satisfy the Examiners in eaoh of the following subjects:— 

Part I. 

I. Roman Law. 

11. Constitutional Law (English and Colonial) and Logoi History. 

III. Criminal Law and Frooedure. 

Every student must also satisfy the Examiners in one of the following subjects:—

Roman-Dutoh Law. 


Part II. 

Thr Final Exauihation. 

Every student will be examined in the same subjects. 

Fonr papers will bo set, namely: —

(б) A paper in Equity. 

(o) A paper on the Law of Evidence and Civil Procedure. 

Id) A General Paper on the above subjects ((a) (6) and (r). 

Every student must present himself for these four papers at the same Examination.

46. A student may present himself fir Examination in all or auy of the subjects 
I, II, II, and lY of Part I of the Bar Examination at any time after admission. Without 
the speoial leave of the Counoil no student shall present himself for Tart II unless he has 
k^t Six Terms. 

46. No student will be allowed to psMS in Part II of tho Bar Examination unless he 
haa previously, or at the same Examination, satisfied tbe Examiners in all feur subjects of 
Part 1. But tf a student takes up any subjeot of Part I, at the same time as Part II, and 
fails in Part II hb will nevertheless be allowed to pass in any subject of Port I in which he 
has sntisfiod the Examiners. 

47. A student who presents himself for any Examination and whose papers show that 
he had no reasonable expectation of passing will not be admitted for Examination again until 
the expiration of suoh time as the Council may direct.

51. There shall be a Board of Examiners in eaoli subject, viz , a Reader, which su^h 
Assistants selected by the Couuoil, not being members of the BuiS of Readers and Assistant 
Readers, as the Council may determine. 

52. Examination for Call to the Bar shall be by written papers, and by such ripa voce 
questions (if au^) as the Examiners may tbiuk desirable. 

53. The Council sliall have power to appoint suoh Assistant Examiners as may be 
necessary, who shall hold oifioe during the pleasure of the Counoil. 

54. The fee to be paid to each Examiner and Assistant Examiner shall be left to the 
discretion of the Counoil. 

SoHouya and Stuehntakijta. 

55. A student who* obtains a First Class at the Final Examination (Part II) . and 
who, either before or at suoh Examination, passes in Subjects I, II, HI, and lY of Part I 
will receive a Certificate of Honour. 

56. At the Hilary and Trinity Examinations in each year a Studentship of One 
Hundred Quiuoas per annum, tenable for three years, will be awarded to the student who 
passes the best Ehcamination in Part II , and obtains a Certificate of Honour. The Couucil 
will lint award a Studentship if the result of the Examination be snob as, in tlieir opinion, 
not to justify the award. \V1iere oandidates appear to be equal, or nearly equal, in merit 
the Oounoil may divide the Studentship between them equally, or in such proportions as 
they consider just. 

57. The expense of these Studentships shall be defrayed out of the Common Fund. 

58. At every Call to the Bar those students who have obtained Studentships or 
CertiGcatea of Honour will take rank in seniority over all other students called on the same 
day. Those students who have obtained Certificates of Honour will take rank immediately 
after the holder of a Studentship called on the sime day. 

59. The Inn of Court to which the holder of any Studentship or of any Certifioate of 
Honour belongs, inny, if desired, dispense with any Terms, not exceeding two, that may 
remain to be kept by such student previously to his being called to the Bar. 

60. At the Easter and Michaelmas Examinations the Oounoil may award to the student 
who passes the best Examination in Subject H (Constitutional Law, English and Colonial, 
and Legal History), a Special Prize of £50, and a similar Prize to the student who passes 
the best Examination in <8ubjeot HI (Criminal Law and Prooadure). The Oounoil will 
not award the Prize if the result of the Examination be suoh as in their opinion not to 
justify the awdifi. 'Where Candidates appear to be cqiul, or nearly equal, in merit, the 
Council may divide the Price between them equally, or in B\ioh proportions as they 
consider just. 

61. No student will be elitrible for a Studentship or for a Priz? who is over twenty-five 
years of age on the first day of the Bxamiriation. This limi!. of age does not apply in the 
case of Honours. 

62. A student who has passed the Examination in any subjeot in Part 1 will not be 
allowed to present himself again for Examination in that subject. A student who has passed 
the Examination in Part 11 will not be allowed to present himself again for that Exomina- 
tiun. Nevertheless, any Member of an Inu of Court who has already passed in any one of 
the throe alternative papers in Subject IV of Part I (Heal Probity and Conveyancing, 
Hindu and Mahom^an Law, or Roman-Outoli Law) may suosequently, after possiag 
Part II, present himself for Examination in any other of these alternative papers, and if he 
passes will be granted a speoial Certificate to that effect. 

68. The Examiners shall submit their Examination Papers to the Committee ur Board 
of Studios, for approval at suoh time as the Committee or Board shall direct ; and the number 
of marks to be attributed to eaoh paper shall also bo submitted to the Committee or Board for 
their approval. 

64. • Previous to each Examination the Committee or Board shall give auoh notice as 
they shall think fit of tho books and branobea of subjeots in which stndents will be required 
to itass at such Examination in order to he entitled to a Certificate. 

65. Ono Examiner at least shall be present during the whole time of the Examination in 
wnting.

Common Fund. 

68. The four Inns of Court shall oontinue their annual contributions of I'hree Hundred 
and Sixty Pounds each towards oonstitutiog the Common Fund> to which shall be added the 
several foes for Forms of Admission and for attending Lectures; and also the several sums 
of Five Guineas for each student, to be paid by the Inns of Court respeotively, as additional 
oontributions pursuant to the Beport oi the Committee of the four Inns of Court, dated fith 
Deoamber 1871; and any further., money whiob may, from time to time, be required to 
enable the Common Fund to moet the charges on it in any year, shall be contributed by the 
four Inns of Court at the end of such year, rateably and in proportion to the number of 
students belonging to the four Inns respectively, who shall in that year have b 3 en called to 
the Bar or have for the first time obtained permission to praolise under the Bar. 

G9. These Begulations shall oome into force on the first day of October 1910.

RULE'i under Section 4 of the Bengal Steam-Boilers 
and Prime-Movers A.ot, ^ 1879, since extended 
to all plsoes in the districts of Hoogbly, Howrah, 
and the 24-Farganas within a i^ius of 30 miles 
from Calcutta, to the subilivisions of Haniganj, 

Giridih, and Gobindpur, to the districts of Sonthal 
Parganas and Patna, to the Municipalities of Burdwan 
and Bhagalpur, district of Shahabad, Town of 
Monghyr, tbs Pusa Estate, the Towns of Dacca and 
Narayanganj, and to the districts of Singhbhton and 
Gaya. 

I. —A Boiler Commission shall be appointed to consist of the 
Oommissioner of Police, and not less than three other Commis¬ 
sioners to be appointed by Government from time to time. The 
Gommissioner of Police shall President of the Commission 
and the Secretary shall be Vice-President and, em-officio, a member 
of the Commission. 

II. —^Tbe office of the Commission shall be attached to the 
office of the Oommissioner of Police. 

III. —The Commission shall meet periodically (at least once 
a month) for the transaction of business. 

lY.—At least four clear days* notice of all meetings shall be 
given to each member. 

The notice shall state the business to be transacted at 
the meeting, and no business other than that so' stated shall 
be transacted except with the consent of tLe majority of the 
members present. 

V.— At every meeting of the Commission, three members 
shall form a quorum. 

VI.—Bver^ meeting shall be presided over by the President 
of the Commission, or, in his absence, by a member chosen by 
the members present at the meeting. 

VII.—It shall be the duty of the Cum missiooers at periodical 
meetings— 

(1) To consider the bosinese stated in the notice of the 
meeting, and any other business that the membefs present may 

^consent to consider in acoordance with Rule IV. * 

(2) To examine the diaries of the Inspectors, and pass such 
orders thereon as may seem necessary. 

(3) To. revoke or susp’imd any certificates under section 8 of 
the Act. 

(4) To hear any appeals preferred by owners of boilers under 
section 9 of the Act. 

(5) To keep a record of their proceedings in such form as may 
seem advisable and to submit a copy of the same to the Local 
Government. 

(6) To submit an annual budget to the Local Government, 

showing the estimated receipts and disbursements of the Com¬ 
mission for the ensuing year. 

(7) To submit an annual report* to the Local Government 
reviewing the work done by the Boiler Commission daring the 
finanoiaWear. 

(8) To presoribo the renters and aooounts whioh are to be 
kept up by the Seoretury and the ofiSioe. 

^9) To cause a statement of demands, oolleotions and oat- 
standings to be prepared by the Secretary, and to scrutinise the 
same. 

(10) To oheok the statement of demands, oomparing the arrear 
demands with the statement of outstandings for ^e previous

month and the current demands with a statement of work done, 
be prepared by the Secretary from the diaries of the Inspectors. 

(11) To compare the statement of ooUeotious with the cash* 
bool^ and the cash-book with the bank-book. 

(12) To pass such orders as they may think fit for realising^ 
or otherwise disposing of the outstandings. 

VIII — The CoramisBioners shall from time to time prepare 
and submit, for the sanction of Goverament, a schedule of the 
establishment and salaries they oonuder necessary for carrying 
out the purposes of the Act. 

IX.—After the sanction of Goremment to such schedule, the 
Commissioners shall have the power to appoint the Inspectors, 
clerks, etc. They shall also, have power to suspend or remove 
such officers. 

X —^The Gommifsioners, other than the Vice-President and 
Secretary, shall receive a fee of Rs. 32 each for attending each 
meeting of the Commission, the charge being debited to the 
“ Steam-boiler Inspection Fund " 

XI. —The Vioe-Presidont and Secretary shall be the head 
of the branch of the office of the Commissioner of Police which 
is set apart for the work of the Roller Commission, and shall 
be responsiblo to the Commissioner of Police for the good order 
and management of the office, lie shall see that all notices 
are duly served, and that all fees are duly brought to aooouut 
and paid'into the Rank. He shall him.<(elf verify the balance 
at oredit shown in the aoeounts of the Commisaioner’a office 
with the balance in the Bank. He shall refer all matters of 
importanoe for the orders of the President and shall supervise 
the work of the Inspectors. 

XII. —When a certificate is required for a boiler and 
prime-mover, applioatiun should bo made to the Vice-President 
and Secretary at the offioe of the Boiler Commission by the owner 
or agent in Form No. 1 appended hereto, giving at least 14 days' 
notice of the date on which the boiler will be ready for inspection. 
The Vice-President and Secretary, on receipt of an application, 
will arrange for the inspection to tako place on the date notified, 
if possible ; but should that date not prove suitable, be will as 
soon as possible appoint another, and inform the owner or agent 
of it. 

XIII. —Notices under section G, requiring owners or persons 
in charge of boilers to make alterations or additions, shall 
only be given by the Inspectors in writing, and when any such 
nouoe is given, the recommendation shall also be reoorded in the 
diary. When an appeal is heard by the Commission, notice shall 
be given to the appellant, and any representation that may be 
mado by him will be heard in the presence of the Inspector. 
The Inspector will also be heard, and local inspection made, if 
necessary. The' decision of the Commission will be given in 
writing, and such deoisioii shall be final. 

XL V.'—When an inspection under the Aot is oompleted, 
the Inspector making it shall prepare a deolaration in Form 
No. 2 appended hereto, in column 8 of which the limit of 
the working pressure, in pounds per square inch, shall be clearly 
noted. The declaration shall then be sent to the owner or agent 
with a statement, in Form No. 3 appended hereto, of the fees 
and expenses due on account of the inspection, which must be 
paid before a certificate can be granted for the boiler and prime- 
mover ooncerned. 

XY.—Upon receipt of the deolaration in the office of the 
Commissioner of Police, a certificate shall be prepared in the 
form prescribed by the ' Act (Form No. 4 appended hereto). 
Such certificate shall be signed by the Inspector and the Vice- 
President, and shall be delivered to the owner, manager or agent 
of the steam-boiler inspected, on his paying the fees. 

XVI.—For every Certificate of inspection granted under the 
Act, the owner, manager or agent of the steam-boiler inspected 
■ball pay to the Commissioner of Police a fee oalonlated on the 
horse-power of the steam-boiler, aooording to the rates laid down 
in rule XXI and such additional fee in respect of the expense 
(if any) of the jonmey of the Inspeotor to the plaoe where 
the boiler is sitoated, as is prescribed in rule XXII. 
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XVII.—rA oertifioat6 in Fprin No. 4 granted under this 
Aot shall not bo in force-'— 

(1) after the expiration of one jear from the date of the 
inspection on which tho certificate was granted, or 

(2) after the expiration of the period, if less than one year, 
for whioh the boiler and noaohinery have been stated in the 
oertifirate to be sufficient, or 

(3) after notice has been given by the Commissioners to the 
owner, manager or agent of the steam-boiler to whioh the certi¬ 
ficate relates that they have cancelled or suspended it. 

XVIII.—There shall be two kinds of inspection of boilers— 

ta) When the certificate granted under this Aot is about 
to expire, or when this has been revoked or iraspended under seo> 
tion 8 of the Act and the owner desires that it shall be renewed, a 
thorough examination, inside and outside, shall be made by 
one of the Inspectors in person, for whioh purpose the boilers 
must be empty, cool and clean, and flues swept; and, if required 
by the Inspector, any parts or settings must be removed for 
examination of the boiler in every part. 

(b) An ordinarjl^ inspection may be made by an Inspector 
at any time for the purpose of ascertaining whether a certificate 
should be revoked or suspended under section 8 of the Act. 

XIX. —The Vioe-President and Secretary shall (anless the 
owner consents to have the boiler ready for inspection on an 
earlier date approved by the Vice-President and Secretary) give 
one week’s notice of every intended examination under 
rule XVIII, and warn the owner that if the boiler is not empty, 
oool, clean and ready for inspection on the date named, there 
may be delay in issuing or renewing a certificate, whioh might 
thus render the owner or person in charge of the boiler liable to 
a fine of Ks. 500 under section 11 of the Act. 

XX. —The Vice-President and Secretary shall submit to the 
Oommission at each meeting the Inspector’s reports on the boilers 
inspected in the form of a diary, whioh shall be recorded in 
the office. 

XXI. —Fees for the inspection of boilers and delivery of

RULES under Section 4 of the Bengal Steam-Boilers 
and Prime-Movers A.ot, ^ 1879, since extended 
to all plsoes in the districts of Hooghly, Howrah, 
and the 24-Pargana8 within a radius of 30 miles 
from Calcutta, to the subdivisions of Rauiganj, 
Giridih, and Qobindpur, to the districts of Sunthal 
Parganas and Patna, to tbe .VI uuicipalities of Burdwan 
and Bhagalpur, district of Shahabad, Town of 
Monghyr, ths I’usa Estate, the Towns of Dacca and 
Narayanganj, and to the districts of Singhbbcm and 
Gaya 

I. —A Boiler Commission shall be appointed to consist of tbe 
Commissioner of Police, and not less than three other Commis¬ 
sioners to be appointed by Government from time to time. The 
Commissioner of Police shall be President of the Commission 
and,tbe Secretary shall he Vice-President and, ex-officio, a member 
of the Commission. 

II. —I'he office of the Commission shall be attached to the 
office of the Commissioner of Police 

III. —Tbe Commission shall meet periodically (at least onoe 
a month) for tbe transaotiou of business. 

rV.—At least four olear days’ notice of all meetings shall be 
given to each member. 

The notice shall state the business to be transacted at 
the meeting, and no business other than that so stated shall 
be transacted except with the consent of the majority of tbe 
members present. 

Y.~ At every meeting of the Commission, three members 
shall form a quorum. 

YI.—Every meeting shall be presided over by the President 
of the Commission, or, in his abseuoe, by a member chosen by 
the members present at the meeting. 

V£l.—It shall be the duty of the Commissioners at periodical 
meetings— 

(1) To consider the business stated in the^ notioe of the 
meeting, and any other buinness that the members present, may 
consent to oonsider in aooordanoe with Rule lY. 

(2) To examine the diaries of the Inspectors, and pass suoh 
orders thereon as may seem neoeesary. 

(3) To revoke or suspend any oertifioates under seotion 8 of 
the Aot. 

(4) To hear any appeals preferred by owners of boilers under 
section 9 of the Aot. 

(d) To keep a record of thmr proceeding in suoh form as may 
seem advisable and to submit a copy of tbe same to the Local 
Government. 

(C) To submit an annual budget to the Local Government, 
showing the estimated receipts and disbursements of the Coat- 
mission for the ensuing year. 

(7) To submit an annual report* to the Local Government 
reviewing the work done by the Boiler UommissioQ during the 
financial year 

(8) To presoribe the renters and aoooants which are to be 
kept up by the Secretary and the office. 

;,9) To cause a statement of demands, oolleotioxts ^nd out¬ 
standings to be prepared by the Beoretaxy, and to soratinise the 
same. 

(10) To obeok the statement of demapds, oomparinff the arrear 
demands with the statement of outstiuadings for the previous

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month and the ourrent demands with a statement of work done, 
be prepared bj the Secretary from the diaries of the Inspeotors. 

(11) To compare the statement of oollectious with the cash¬ 
book, and the oaah-book with the bank-book. 

(12) To pars such orders as they may think fit for realising 
or otherwise disposing of the outstandings. 

VIII — The Oommissioners shall from time to time prepare 
and submit, for the sanction of Government, a schedule of the 
establishment and salaries they consider neoessary for carrying 
out the purposes of the Act. 

IX. —^After the sanction of Government to such schedule, the 
Oommissioners shall have the power to appoint the Inspectors, 
clerks, etc. They shall also, have power to suspend or remove 
such officers. 

X. —^The Commissioners, other than the Vice-President and 
Secretary, shall receive a fee of Re. 32 each for attending each 
meeting of the Commission, the charge being debited to the 
*' Steam-boiler Inspection Fund.” 

XI. —The Vice-President and Secretary shall be tlie head 
of the branoli of the office of the Commissioner of Police which 
is set apart for the work of the Boiler Commission, and shall 
be responsible to the Commissioner of Police for the good order 
and management of the office. Ho shall see that all notices 
are duly served, and that all fees are duly brought to account 
and paid into the Bunk. lie shall himself verify the balance 
at credit shown *n the accounts of the Commissioner’s office 
with the Valance in the Bank. U shall refer all matters of 
importance for the orders of the President and shall superviAe 
the work of the Inspeotors. 

XII. —'When a certificate is required for a boiler and 
prime-mover, application should be made to the Vice-President 
and Secretary at the office of the Boiler Commission by the owner 
or agent in Form No. 1 appended hereto, giving ut least 14 days’ 
notice of the date on whiuh the boiler will be ready for inspeotion. 
The Vice-President and Secretary, on receipt of an application,

XIII —Notices under section 6, requiring owners or persons 
in charge of boilers to make alterations or additions, shall 
only be given by the Inspeotors in writing, and when any biioh 
notice is given, the reoomniendstiou shall also Vio recorded in the 
diary.

(3) after notice has been given by the Commissioners to tbe 
owner, manager or agent of the steam-boiler to which the certi¬ 
ficate relates that they have cancelled or suspended it. 

XVIII.—There shall be two kinds of inspeotiou of boilers— 

la) When the certificate granted under this Aot is about 
to expire, or when this has been revoked or suspended under sec¬ 
tion 8 of the Act and the owner desires that it shall be renewed, a 
thorough examination, inside and outside, shall be made by 
one of the Inspectors in person, for which purpose tho boilers 
must be empty, cool and dean, and fines swept; and, if required 
by the Inspector, any parts or settings must be removed for 
examination of the boiler in every part. 

(b) An ordinary inspection may be made by an Inspeotor 
at any time for the purpose of ascertaining whether a certificate 
should be revoked or suspended nnder section 8 of the Aot. 

XIX. —The Vice-President and Becretary shall (anless the 
owner consents to have the boiler ready for inspection on an 
earlier date approved by the Vice-President and Secretary) give 
one week’s notice of every intended examination under 
rule XVIII, and worn the owner that if the boiler is not empty, 
cool, deau and ready for inspection on the date named, there 
inay be delay in issuing or renewing a certificate, which might 
thus render tho owner or person in charge of tbe boiler liable to 
a fine of Ks. 500 under section 11 of tbe Act. 

XX. —Tho Vice-President and Secretary shall submit to the 
Ooinmission at each meeting the Inspector’s reports on the boilers 
inspected in the form of a diary, which shall be recorded in 
the office. 

XXI. —Pees for the inspection of hoih're and delivery of 
ooitifloates shall bo charged according to the following scale

But if any boiler i* oer tificated for a period of less than one 
year, the fee payable may be reduced to one-twelfth of the above 
amount for each month or part of a month in the said period;

the added areas, for every additional visit paid by the Inspeotor 
for the completion of inspection. 

XXIII.—Registers shall be kept in the office of the Boiler 
Oommission of all boilers inspected, in which full particulars 
of the boilers shall be entered iu the manner prescribe by the 
Commissioners, and a number shall be allotted to each boiler 
oorrosponding to the number of entry regarding it in the register. 
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The registered number of a boiler is to be oonspioaously out 
into the £roat plate by block type three-eighths of an iuoh large 
with a Crown mark, and the initial letter of the register over 
the firares for Calcutta, Eanigauj or other register, as the case 
may be; the marks being enolosra by a reotongnler figure, 
inches in length by 1 j iuohos in breadth, made with a chisel; and 
the Inspectors are to state in their declarations that this has been 
done. * 

XXIV.—The Commissioners shall from time to time, as 
may seem necessary, mal>e regulations as to the inspection of 
steam-boilers and fittings, under the provisions of section 6 of 
Bengal Act III of 187U.

Test-ematHinalion of Pritate students, 

1. A student who has not attended any school, recognised by the Calcutta University, 
for at least one year jnovious to the examination, or who has been transferred since the Ist 
Sojitember next*]>reo(jding the examination, without the consent of the Inspector, to the school 
from which ho appears, will be treated as a private student 

2. All private students are required ‘to appear at the test-oxaminatiou of a lilla 
school. No private student will be admitted to tho test-oxomination nnloss aooom- 
paiiied, for the pnrpofo of identifioation, by somo person known to the Hoad Master. 

3. Tho first day of tho test-examination in all zllla schools in th.i BLagnlpur Division 
will be the 14tb December 1910. 

4. Efich private student will have to pay a foe of Rs. 2 for permission to appear at 
tlie test-examination to the head of tho Institution at wliioii lie appears. The balance of 
fees, after pavm'nt of expenso.s (stationery, elo.) will go ns remuneration to tho examiners. 

*5. Candidates for liio test-examination should apply to this office not later than the 
20th November 1910. They sliould forward the certificate< granted to them under the 
transfer rules by the Head Master of tho school in wliioh Ihey last read. In tho ease of a 
candidate who bad failed at a previous Fmtrauoe or Matriculation Exainination and did not 
join a school afterwards, tlie Registrar’s roooipt, in original, will fco accepted in lieu of the 
tran.sfer certificate.

Arrangements will be made for systematio courses of lectures, Moot Courts, and 

regular exercises. Facility will also be given to students to read in the College Librazy after 
the College hours under the supervision of the Principal or a member of the staff. 

The College fees will be Ils. 6 per month. 

Eight Bobolarships of Its. 10 a mouth, each tenable for one year, have been established. 
Four of these will be open to competition among students of the first-year olass and the 
other four among the students of the seoond-year class. The scholarships in the first-year 
class will be awarded towards tho end of September upon the result of a College test to bo 
held at that time. Those in the second-year class will be awarded upon tho results of the 
Preliminary Examination in Law. They will take effect restrospeofivoly from July. 
Additional scholarships will be awarded from tho endowment established by the Hon’ble 
the Maharaja of CoRsimbazur.

Students are recommended in all oases to take ibeir admission before the Ist July 1910. 
The College classes will be held ordinarily from 9 a.m. to 11-16 a.m. for first-year 
students and from 3-30 p.M.-to .6-45 i'.m.. for second-year students. Students who have 
completed their first-year Lectures and intend to withdraw temporarily from their Law 
studies on account of pressure of M.A. work are warned that they must do so at their own 
risk, as under the New Begulations they are not likely to obtain next year a ooraplete 
course of leotures corresponding to the present second-year course ; they are stroogly advised 
to consult the Principal before they toko any action in the matter.

* (r) In the event of any such cargo, goods, article, substance or thing being oast 
or thrown or falling into any docks or dock channel or the river from 
any vessel, the Master or other person for the time being in actual charge 
of such vessel or her cargo, shall within three hours (excluding hours 
between 6 r.M. and 10 a.m ) give notice of the oboarronee, furnishing 
full particulars thereof to the Docks or Jo'ty Siiperintondent, os the case 
may be, and take all lawful and proper measures and use eviry endeavour 
, to have such cargo, goods or other article, substance or thing rocovorod, 
taken out of and removed from the docks, dock channel or river, as the 
case may lie, and shall in regard to such recovery, taking out, removal 
or the measures and endeavours thereto or in the attempt thereof, obey 
and conform in all respects to any directions rt*o-ivod from such Buporin- 
tendeut os from the time when the same shall be recoivod.’

On a mi'morandum of appearance being signed and filtMl, a 
certificate of ajjpeaTance sealed with the seal of the Court, shall he 
given to the person entering the appearance, with a note written 
thereon if the date for hearing can bo then fixed, stating before 
which Bench the case M'ill be beard, and the day on which the «ue 
will appear in the list of causes l>eforo such Bench. 

'Service of Process. 

46. All notices and order.s required to bo given to or served on 
any person shall be in writing and shall be served in the xnanaar 
provideil in these rules for the service of summons. 

47. Unless otherwise ordered, a requisition to the Clerk of thn 
Court to prc'duce any record shall l>e delivered at least one clear day 
before the day fixed for tlie hearing of the matter in which inspeo> 
tion of the record is required. 
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48. No summoQS, process or warrant shall be served or executed 
against— 

(a) ..any person on a Sunday, Christmas Day or Good Friday; 

(b) any Hindu during the four days of Durga Puja, viz., 

Saptami, Ashtami, Novami and Dashami; 

(c) any Muhammadan on the following four days, viz., Eed- 

ul-Fitro, £ed-us-Zoha (or Bukri-Eed), and the last two 
days of Mohorum. 

Witnetaes. 

49. Every summons to a person to give evidence or produce a' 
document shall be served as nearly as may be in the manner herein¬ 
before prescribed for the service of summons on a defendant. 

60. Subject to the provisions of Order XVI, Itule 2, Sub-rule (2) 
in the First Schedule, the Bc§le in Schedule B annexed to these rules 
shall be the scale of expenses ordinarily allowed to witnesses under 
the said Rule 2 : Provided that, when a witness is an agdnt or ser¬ 
vant of the party requiring his attendance, no such expenses shall 
be allowed. In cases not provided for in the scale, the Court will 
exercise its discretion in allowing the expenses of the witness. 

51. A witness shall, before he is sworn or solemnly afBrmed, be 
entitlod to be paid his expenses, if they have not been previously 
paid. If a witness attend in one matter only, he will be entitled 
te the full allowance. If he attend in more than one matter on the 
same day, he will be entitled to such proportionate part in each' 
matter as the Court may direct. 

52. When a tender of expenses is made at the time of service, a 
sum not less than the minimum rate allowed by the scale for the 
partic^ar class of witness shall be tendered to him. In the event 
of any question arising as to the amount of the tender, the Court 
shall decide the same at the hearing of the matter in respect of 
.which the witness is required to attend. 

53. A witness residing out of Calcutta will be entitled to all 
travelling expenses reasonably and actually incurred by him, or 
likely to be incurred by him, and will also, if detained in Calcutta, 
be allowed such a sum for subsistence-money and carriage hire as the 
Court, having regard to the scale of expenses^ may consider reason¬ 
able. 

54. The expenses of a commission to examine witnesses shall, in 
the first instance, be defrayed by the parly taking out the commis¬ 
sion. 

Suits to be set down for hearing. 

55. Except ns provided in Rule 59 and unless otherwise ordered, 
every cause in which no appearance has been entered shall, after 
proof of service of summons before the Registrar, forthwith be sent 
up to a Judge for hearing, or, if the plaintiff so requires, he set 
down for hearing before a Judge at such time as the Registrar may 
appoint; and every cause in which appearance has been entered and 
there is only one defendant, shall be set down for hearing before a 
Judge on the 7th Court day after the last day for entering appear¬ 
ance ; and every cause in which appearance has been entered and 
Inhere are more defendants than one shall, after proof of the service 
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of Buvamoua on (i^ £%il to enter appearance, 

be set down for hearing before a Judge on the 8th Court day af)Ler 
the last day for entering appearance: Provided always that, if 
required by circunastauces the P^egistrar may, at bis discretion, set 
any cause down for hearing on any other d,ay. 

Ijist. oj defended causes. 

bS. Unless otherwise ordered, each case on the list of a Judge 
shall be taken in its turn, and shall, whether the pleaders or other 
legal practitioners be present or not. be heard de die in diem until 
disposed of. 

5.7. A case that has oome before a J udge can only be postponed 
by such Judge, or the Bench representing such Judge, on sufficient 
cause being shown. Except as aforesaid, a case, not in the list for 
the day, may, on a requisition signed by all the pcu^ies or their 
agents or pleaders, be postponed by the Registrar. 

58. The Registrar may, in any case not in the list for the day, 
enter a compromise, or make a consent decree, or allow a suit to be 
withdrawn wholly or in part, and may grant leave to bring a fresh 
suit in respect of the same subject matter or any part thereof : Pro¬ 
vided thsd. such leave may not be grantiad by the Registrar in a case 
ip which noy defendant hfts entered appearance otherwise than wjth 
the consent all the delendROts who heve Entered appeernnce 
.therein. 


. Suits for damages or for liquidated demands. 

58* Decree bg defa>ult .—In a suit for deme^es ox for a liquidated 
dexnendf ii the allegations contained in the plaint are sufficient* the 
Rngistrar may, alter the time allowed for entering an appearauce, 
anbject to Rule 62, record a decree by default aigainat the defend¬ 
ant or where there are several defendants, agaiiist every defendant 
served with the writ or summons who has failed to enter an appear¬ 
ance, and the plaintifl may obtain eaeoution a?Rio*t evory such 
defendant without prejudice to his right to proceed with the action 
against every other defendant: Provided always that no such decree 
by default shall be recorded against any defendant upon a plaint 
wherein any dooumenfs are mentioned, unless such documents have 
been filed in^Court with the plaint or are produced before the Regis¬ 
trar at the time of his recording a doojroe by default. 

60. If under the preceding rule the Registrar is unable to record 
a decree by default owing to the allegations in the ])laiut being 
inRufbeient or because a document mentioned in the plaint is not 
before him, or for any other sufficient cause he shall sot down the 
case before a Judge for hearing and shall give notice of his so doing 
to the plaintiff or his pleader, if any, or by post to the address of the 
plaintiff. 

Cl. Rule 59 shall not apply to an infant or to a person of 
unsound mind whether so adjudged or not. 

62. After a docreo has been recorded by default, the Court may, 
under special circumstances, sat aside the decree, as against any 
defendant who applias for »n order to set it aside and, if necessary, 
B»ay stay or «ot fisid? o^^tion, and give leave io egalsr an 
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appearance and defend the suit if it aeems reasonable to tl^e Court 
eo to do, and on euch terms as the Court thinks fit. 

Where the decree sought to be set aside under this rule or ftule 
69 is of such a nature tbat it cannot be set aside against the applicant 
only, it may be set aside as against all or any of the other defen¬ 
dants also. 

Other Suits. 

63. Where neither party appears, when a case is called on for 
bearing, the suit shall be dismissed, unless the Judge otherwise 
directs. 

64. When a suit is dismissed under the lost preceding rule or 
under Rule 39 or 107 the plaintiff may (subject to the law of limi¬ 
tation) bring a fresh suit; or if, within the period of thirty days 
from the date of the order dismissing the suit, he satisfies the Court 
that there was sufficient excuse for his not paying the Court-fee 
or the postal charges (if any) required within the time allowed for 
the service of the summons, or for his non-appearance as the case 
may be, the Court shall pass an order to set aside the dismissal and 
restore the suit to the list of defended causes for hearing. 

65. Except as provided in Rule 59, where the plaintiff appears 
and thft defendant does not appear when a suit is called on ftw 
hearing, the Court may proceed ex parte. 

60. Where the defendant appears and the plaintiff does not 
appear when the suit is called on for hearing, the Court shall dismiss 
the suit, unless the defendant admits the claim, or part thereof, in 
which ease the Court shall pass a decree against the defendant upon 
such admission, and where part of the claim has been admitted, 
shall dismiss the suit so far as it relatta to the remainder. 

67. When a suit is wholly or partially dismissed, under the last 
preceding rules the plaintiff shi^ll be precluded from bringing a 
fresh suit in respect of the same cause of action. But he may apply 
for an order to set the dismissal aside; and, if it be proved that he 
was prevented by any sufficient cause from appearing when the sun, 
was called on for hearing, the Court shall set aside the dismissal, 
upon such terms as to costs or otherwise as it thinks fit, and shall 
appoint a day for proceeding with the suit. 

No such order shall be made unless the plaintiff has served the 
defendant with notice in writing of his application. 

68. Except as provided in Rule 69, when a suit, in which there 
are more defendants than one, is called on for hearing, and me or 
msre of the defendants appear and the others do not appear, the 
suit shall proceed, and the Court shall, at the time of passing judg¬ 
ment, make such order as it thinks fit with respect to the defendants 

who do not appear. 

69. In any case (not being a case to which Rule 62 is applicable) 
in which a decree is passed parte against a defendant, he may 
apply to the Court by which the decree was made for an order to set 
it aside; and if he satisfies the Court that the summons was not duly 
served or^hat he was prevented by any sufficient cause from appear¬ 
ing when the suit was called on for hearing, the Court shall pass an 
order to set aside the decree againit him upon such teyms ^ to 
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costs, pajnnent itito Court or otherwise as it thinks fit, and shall 
appoint a day for proceeding' with the suit. 

70. Where the parties or any of them fail to appear, on any 
day to which the hearing of a suit is adjourned, the Court may 
proceed to dispose of the suit in one of the modes hereinbefore dii’eo- 
ted, or otherwise, as it thinks fit. 

C omjjTOTnise and Decree. 

71. Every suit or proceeding in the list of a Judge for the day 
settled by agreement of the parties shall be reported in open Court 
to the Clerk of the Bench before which the suit or proceeding is 
pending, or to the Bench. 

7Q. When the Court directs that any decree shall be paid by 
instalments, suck instalments shall, in the absence cf any direction 
to the contrary, be paid into Court monthly, and, in default of pay¬ 
ment of any one instalment, the whole decree or the balance thereof 
shall become due. 

73. A decree against an executor, or administrator, or a legal 
representative, shall be that the decree be levied out of the property 
of the deceased in the hands of such executor, administrator, or 
legal representative; provided that the plaintiff may apply to the 
Court that the decree may be executed against the defendant in 
person and not in his representative csipacity, and the Court may, 
if it is satisfied that the defendant has misap^)lied the property of 
the deceased come to his hands and improperly withheld payment, 
make an order that the decree or any portion thereof may be executed 
against the defendant in person and not in his representative capa¬ 
city, 

t^xe&ution , 

74. The provisions of the rules relating to the execution of 
decrees shall, so far as they are applicable, bo deemed te apply to 
the execution of orders. 

75. Every application for executing a decree or ordinary process 
of the Court shall be on a form to be provided by the Court and 
shall ho presented to the Clerk of the Court. 

70. 'The Court or the Registrar may, upon the er parte applica¬ 
tion of ady person who ha.s obtain*.**! a decree or order for the 
very or payment of money, either before or after any oral examina¬ 
tion of the debtor liable under such decree or order, and upon 
affidavit by himself or his pleader or recognised agemt stating that a 
decree or order has been made, and that it is still unsatisfied, nnd 
to what amount, and that any other person is indebted to such 
debtor and is within the jurisdiction, order that all debts ow'ing or 
accruing from such third person (hereinafter called the garnishee) 
to such debtor shall be attached to answer the decree or order; and 
by the same or any subsequent order it may be ordered that the 
garnishee shall appear before the Court or the Registrar to shov 
ckuse why he should not pay to the person who has obtained such 
decree or order the debt due from him to such debtor, or so much 
thereof as may be sufficient to satisfy the decree or orde^ 

77. Service on the garnishee of an order directing the attachment 
ef debts owing or accruing to a debtor liable under a decree or ordev^ 
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or notice to the garnishee of the order directing the attachment givW 
in such manner as the Court or Registrar may direct, shall hind 
such debts in the hands of the garniahee. 

78. If the garnishee does not dispute the debt due or claimed to 
be due from him to such debtor, and does not forthwith pay into 
Court the amount due from him to suclj debtor, or an amount ecjual 
to the amount payable unde^ the decree or order, or if he docs not 
appear upon notice or shew any cause, then the Court, or the Regia* 
trar, may order execution to issue, and it shall issue accordingly, 
without any previous writ or process, to levy the amount due from 
such garnishee, or so much thereof as may be sufficient to satisfy 
the decree or order. 

79. If the garnishee disputes his liability, the Court or the 
Registrar, instead of making an order that execution shall issue, 
may order that any issue or question necessary for determining bis 
liability be tried or determined in any manner in which any issue 
or fjuestion in an action may be tried or determined. 

Whenever in pr*)eoedings to obtain an attachment of debts 
it is suggested by the garnishee that the debt sought to be attached 
belongs to some third person, or that any third person has a lien, 
or charge upon it, the Court or the Registrar may order such third 
person,to appear, and state the nature and particulars of his claim 
uf>on such debt. 


81. After hearing the allegations of any third person under such 
order, a.s iu Rule 80 mentioned, and of any otlier person whom by the 
same or any subsequent order the Court or the Registrar may order 
to appear, or in case of such third person not appearing when order¬ 
ed, the Court or the Regi-strar may order execution to issue to levy 
the amount duo from .such garnishee, nr may direct any issue or 
question to be tried or determined according to the preceding rules 
relating to garnishees, and may bar the claim of such third person, 
or make such other order as such Court or the Registrar shall think 
fit. upon such terms in all cases, with resi)ect to the lien or charp 
(if any) of such third person, and to costs, as the Court or the Regi»- 
trar shall think just and reasonable. 

83. Paj-mont made by or execution levied^ upon the garnishee

First Rebedule shall be returnable within one month from the date 

thereof. 
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» Applications generally. 

86. Every application (not being an application for execution) 
required by the Act or the extended portions of the Code, or by tl»e 
next following rules, to be in writing, must contain— 

(a) the name of the plaintiff, 

(h) the name of the defendant, 

(c) the relief or order applied for, 

{d) the ground on which the relief or order is applied for. 

It must be signed by the applicant or his recognised agent and 
his pleader, if any, and, unless in these rules otherwise provi<Ied, 
must be verified in the same manner as a plaint. It shall ordin¬ 
arily, unless it be a matter which cun under the preceding rules be 
dealt with by the Registrar, be presented to the particular Bench 
which passed the decree or order or before which the suit or matter 
is pending. 

87. In making an application the applicant must be prepared 
with all necessary evidence for helping the Court to a proper deter¬ 
mination of the matti'r. 

88. On receiving an application llie Court shall (if nece.ssary) fix 
a day for hearing the same. 

89. When an application has been received, and it is necessary 
to give notice to any person interested, a copy of the ai>pl!ci.tioci to 
be furnished by the applicant, together with notice of the <iute fixed 
for its hearing, shall bo served on such i>erson in the same manner 
as a.summons.

93. Every application under Section 38 of the Act shall, when 
the applicant has appeared at the original hearing },y advocate or 
pleader, ordinarily be supported by a certificate of such advocate or 
pleader that in his opinion.tBere are good grounds for the applica¬ 
tion. 

94. The Court may, at any time after any application mentioned 
in Rule 92 is presented to the Court, put the parties on such terms 
as to furnishing security for costs, or for the amount of the claim 
and co.sts hy payment into Court or otherwise, ns it shall think fit. 

95. Every application under Section 38 of the Act sliall be heard 
before two Judges at least, one of whom shall be the Judge who 
tried the matter in respect of which the application is made, and 
the other the Chief .Tudge. If the matter in re.spect of which the 
application i.s made was heard by the Chief Judge, one or more 
Judges shall sit with him to hear the ap})lic,ation. The Cliief Judge, 
or, in his absence, the senior Judge, maj', under special circumstan¬ 
ces, direct tluil any Judges other than tho.se specified may hear any 
application under Si^ction 38 of the Act.

9<i. When a claim is preferred or objection made under tfrder

101. Save and escept in the case of applications under Section 41 
of tJie Act, the rules next hereinafter set out and numbered re-- 
apectively 102 to 111 shall apply to and govern all suits for sums not 
exceeding Rs. 60 instituted after these rules come into force unless 
the Court or Registrar upon the application of the intending plain¬ 
tiff made prior to the institution of any sucli suit shall direct that 
the said last mentioned rules shall not apply thereto.

I.-—RULES FOR TUE APPOINTMENT OF FOREST RANGERS, DEPUTY 
RANGERS AND FORESTERS IN THE BENGAL FOREST CIRCLE. 

1. The Conservator of Fortsts, Bengal, may appoint the following to the class 
of Forest Ranger:— 

(i) Deputy Rangers of long service and tried ability and probity, irrespective of the 
educational oertificates they may hold. 

(li) Candidates who have obtained tire Honours’ certificate, or tbe Higher Standard 
oertificatb, after passing through the two years’ Ranger course at the 
Imperial Forest College, Dohra Dan. 

(u'j) Candidates who have obtained the Lower Standard certifica^o after passing 
through the abovementioned coarse at the Imperial Forest College and who 
have len ierei thereafter not loss then two years’ satisfactory service in the 
class of Deputy Ranger. 

(ir) Deputy Rangers, or Foresters, who have passed through the Kursoong Fori'st 
School course, with credit, and who have rendered theroaftor not loss than 
two 3 'cars’ eatisfaotory service in the class of Deputy Ranger. 

(r) Deputy Rangers, or Foresters, who have passed through the Kurseong Forest 
School course sucoesafully and who have rendered thereafter not less than 
five years' satisfactory servico in the class of Deputy Ranger or Forester.

2. The Conservator of Forests, Bengal, may appoint the following to the class of 
Deputy Ranger:— 

(i) Foresters of long eervioe and tried ability and probity, irreqpeotive of the 

eduoatidnal certificates they may hold. 

[ii) Candidates who have obtained the Lower Standard oertifioate after passing 

thrungh the two years’ Banger course at the Imperial Forest College, Dehra 
Dun. 

(m) Foresters, or oaudidatee, who have passed through the Eoneong Forest School 
course with credit, 

(is) Foresters, or candidates, who have passed through the Kurseong Forest School 
course sucoesafully and who have rendered thereafter three years’ satisfactory 
service in the class of Forester. 

3. Foresters will bo appointod by the Conservator of Forests, Bengal, under the 
provisionB of article 84 of the Forest Department Code. 

II.-RULES FOR THE SELECTION OP BENGAL CANDIDATES FOR 
DEPUTATION TO THE TWO YEARS’ RANGER COURSE AT THE 
IMPERIAL FOREST COLLEGE. 

1. The number of candidates to be selected annually will depend on the requirements 
of the Deparlmmii, Vat ordinarily wiU not exceed two. 
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2. Candidates for these appoiatmonts must apply to the Conservator of Forests, 
Bengal, and their applications nynst be aoootnpanied by the certificates required by the rules 
of the Imperial Forest College, Dehra UuD. Candidates must have passed the Entrance 
examination of a recogniaod Indian University, and preference will be given to tbede who, 
in addition to possessing the necessary physical qualifications for service in the Forest 
Department, have passed the F.A. examination. 

3. From the applications received, the Conservator of Forests will make a preliminary 
selection ; aiid the candidates so selected will be required to present themselves before the 
Conservator at a time and plane to be fixed by him. From the candidates present, the 
Conservator will make a further selection of not more thajt twice the number of men to be 
deputed to the Hanger course at the Imperial Forest College in the ensuing year. 

4. Candidates so soleoted will bo required to undergo a oourso of preliminary praotioal 
training in such Forest Division or Divisions, ns tho Conservator of Forests may prescribe. 
This course of training will extend over not less than three and-o-half months and not 
more than eight months, and during it candidates will be granted a monthly allowance 
at the rate of Rs. 2e, which is intended to cover their expenses. Tho Conservator of 
Forests will dispense with the services of candidates whose work or oonduot during this 
preliminary training is unsatisfactory. 

5. The final selection of candidates for deputation to the Imperial Forest College 
will be made by the Conservator of Forests in accordance with the results of this practical 
training, preference being given to the men who promise to make the best Forest Ofiicers. 
While at tho Imperial Forest College tho seleoted oandidates will be granted a monthly 
etipeud of not less than Its. 40 and not more than Rs. 50, provided they execute the 
ugreemont and security bond prescribed by Government. * 

0. Candidates who obtain the Honours* oortificato of the Imperial Forest College 
may be deputed to undergo the third year’s course for direct appointment to the Provinoial 
Service, if reoommouded by the Principal of the College as likely to make usoflil members 
of tho Provinoial Forest Service. Under similar conditions candidates, who obtain the 
Higher, or Lovyor, standard certificates, will be appointed Rangers, or Deputy Rangers, 
on monthly salaries of not less than Rs. 60 and Rs. 40, rospeotively.

(al A certificate that tho candidate is a “Native of India” within the meaning 
assigned to those words by section G of 33 Viet,, Cap. 3. 

(6) A oortifioate of age. 

(c) A health oortificato in tho form prescribed by article 49 of the Civil Service Regula¬ 
tions, fourth edition, signed bv the Civil Surgeon of the district in which the said 
Idvisional Forest Oflioer’.s or Collector’s duties lit*, and testifying to the candidate’s 
sound constitution, good vision and hearing, and general physicial fitness for a rough out-door 
life in the Forest Department, and to the fact that he bears on his body marks of sucoessful 
yaooination or of small-pox. 

(rf) A certificate of respectability and good moral character from two or more persons 
whose social or official position can be accepted as a guarantee of reliability. 

The certificates (c) and {d} must bear date not further back than tho 1st April of the 
year previous to that in which the candidate desires admission to the college. 

If any person, giving certificates as above under (r) and (d), is in a position to mention 
anything more to the credit of the candidate than the oertifioates actually call for, he may 

do so. • _ • 

(r) A certificate of having passed one of the following examinations, viz: — 

(i) the B.A., F.A., D.So., or Lioentiate of Agriculture ; 

(ti) the matrioulation, where no School Final examination exists; 

(tti) the School Final examination, provided the oandidale can show that he has 
qualified in English and Mathematios up to the Matrieulation standard or, 
lor European oandidates, a oortifioate of having passed the High School 
examination with a similar proviso.

Ill —HUDES FOR THE RECRUITMENT OF THE PROVINCIAL FOREST 

SERVICE IN BENGAL. 

1 Subject to the satisfaction of the olmms of persons already qualified under the rules 
hitherto in force, appointments to the I’rovinoial Forest Service shall be made— 

(«) by the promotion of Forest Bangers of long service aud tried ability and probity 
irrespective of the educational qualifications they may hold ; 
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(6) by the oeleotion for direbt appointment of candidates who must sacoessfally pass 
through the full thrse years* course at the Imperial Forest College, Dehra 
■ Dun, and thereafter render not less than three years’ satisfactory servi^^ as 
Probationary Extra Assistant Conservators of Forests before being confirmed. 

Government reserves to itself the right to fill all vacancies in such of the two ways 
described, as it may consider best, in the interests of the public service. 

2. Candidates for direct appointment will be selected from — 

(a) candidates deputed to the two years*, Danger course who obtain the Honour’s 
certificate of the Imperial Forest College at the end of that course and who 
are recommended by the Principal of the College as suitable for direct 
appointment to the Provincial Service ; 

(b) Forest Hangers who have obtained the Higher Standard certificate of the 

Imperial Forest College after passing through the two years* Hanger course, 
and who have speoially distinguished themselves thereafter by their work and 
conduct during a period of not less than two years' se. vioo as Forest Hangers. 
Hangers whose age exceeds twenty-eight years will not be selected under 
this rule ; 

(c) other candidates selected to pass through the full three years’ course continuously 

and to join the service as Pr^tbationary Extra Assistant Conservators of Forests 
without any intermediate period of service as Forest Hangers. 

3. Candidates for appointment under rule 2 (e) above will be nominated by the Loesd 
Government with special referenejp to high educational and social qualifications and to 
physical fitness for work in the F'orest Department. It will generally be expected that a 
nominee should obtain the Honours’ certificate of the Imperial Forest College at the end of 
the first two years of the full oourse. Should be fail to do so, it will depend largely on the 
recommendation of the Principal of the College whether he shonld be allowed to proceed to 
the third year’s course and continue to bo accepted as a prospective’member of the Provincial 
Forest Service. Should, however, the Principal recommend any such nominee who, having 
failed to got Honours, has nevortheloss obtained the Higher Standard rortifioate, on the 
ground that he has displayed such spooial ability, character and other qualificadons as are 
likely to render him a useful member of the Provincial Forest Service, the nominee will 
usually be permitted" to take up the third year’s oourse After tbs conclusion of that course, 
nominees, certifieii to have passed ifeatisfaotorily, will bo appointed to the I’rovinoial Forest 
Service, on probation, for a period of three years, liable, however, to be further extended at 
the discretion of Government. 

4. The pay of the Probationary Extra Assistant Conservators of Forests will be 
Hs. 150 per mensem during the period of their probation, and thereafter Hs. 200 per mensem 
until they can be appointed to vacancies in the sanctioned oadro of the Provincial Forest 
Service. 

5. Candidates selected under rules 2 («) and 2 (/>) above will receive, during the third' 
year’s oourse at the Imperial Forest College, a monthly stipend of Hs. lOD, or, in the case of 
candidates under rule 2 (b), the pay of their grade, whichever is greater. Candidates 
nominated under rule 2 (e) will receive such monthly stipends os the Local Government may 
fix in each case, subject to a maximum of Hs. 100 per mensem throughout the tbreo years* 
course. 

6. Candidates nominated under rule 2 (c) must not be less than nineteen or more than 
twenty-three years of age on the date of admission to the College. Un the nomination of a 
candidate, he will be required

(r) to find two sureties to execute a \>ond in the prescribed form guaranteeing that 
under special oiroumstanoes therein detailed they will refund all monies 
expended by Government on the nominee’s behalf, &o.; 

(/f) in order to prove his fitness for forest work, to undergo pre’iminary practical 
training in such Forest divisions ai the Conservator of Forests, Bengal, may 
direct, extending over a period of not less than three and-a-half months and 
not more* than six months. 

During this preliminary training the candidate may be gianted a stipend of Rs. 40 
per mensem in addition to the monthly allowance of Hs. 25 referred to in rule 4 of the 
rules for the selection of candidates for deputation to the two years’ Ranger course. 

7. Candidates selected under *ule 2 (d) will be required to sign the agreement and 
security bond referred to in rule 6 (5) and (c) before re-entering the College for the thir<l 
year’s course. ,

between d p.m. and 10 a.m.) give notice of the ooourrenco, furnishing 
full particulars thereof to the Docks or Jetty Superintendent, as the case 
may be, and take all lawful and proper measures and use every endeavonr 
to have such cargo, goods or other article, substance or thing recovered, 
taken out of and removed from the docks, dock channel or river, os the 
case may be, and shall in regard to such recovery, taking out, removal 
or the measures and endeavours thereto or in the attempt thereof, obey 
and conform in all respeots to any direotions received from such Buperin- 
tendent as from the time when the same shall be received.'

Hesolved by the Secretary of State for India in Council that tho following alteration 
be, and th^ hereby are, made in tho Regulations for the admission of candidates to the Civil 
Service of India under section 32 of the Statute 21 and 22 Victoria, cap. 106— 

For that part of Regulation 9 which at present stands as follows, viz.—

Character of the aeaton .—Wheat is cultivated ohiefly in 
Bibar. The less important districts are Nadia, Murshidabad 
and Hazaribagh. In September and October rainfall was 
general though defectivQ in most districts, and there was 
sufficient moisture in the soil for sowings, which began at 
the normal time. The rain received in December and 
January was beneficial to the crop. But the rainfkU ih 
the latter month was below the normal; and the short 
rainfall of February affected the outturn in parts of North 
Bihar. 

Area town .—The total area sown with wheat is estimated 
at 1,437,900 acres as compared with 1,255,200 acres last 
year. The increase is due mainly to the favourable condi¬ 
tions whioh prevailed during the period of sowing. 

Outturn .—In Bihar, which contains 87 per cent, of 
the total wheat area, the outturn has been estimated at 88 
per cent, of the normal. In Murshidabad, Nadia and Hazari- 
ragh, the other districts in which the crop is important, 
it is estimated at 73 to 85 per cent. For the whole province 
the outturn according to the District Officer’s estimates 
amounts to 87 per cent. 

According to these returns the gross yield for the 
province wonm out to 540,71)0 tons, as against 310,800 tons 
of last year. 

lood-atocka and pricea of food pratna .—The outturns of the 
three harvests, viz., aghani, hhadoi and ra5t, were estimated 
^ this Department at 110, 86 and 90 per cent., respectively. 
The food-stupks of the previous harvest are reported to be 
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Omall in most districts of Bihar and of the Plresidenoy 
Division, and also in Howrah, Cuttack and Palatnau. The 
following table shows the prices of wheat in Calcutta and 
the average prices in selected important wheat*growing 
districts as they stood on the 15th March of each year from 
1907 to 1010:—

Obsebvations.—T hese papers refer to the appointment both of officers to 
the Engineer Establishment and of subordinates to the Upper Subordinate 
Establiahment of tho Public Works Department in Bengal. It is intended to 
make some alterations in these orders which have become necessary owing to 
the creation of the new Province of Eastern Bengal and Assam, to the 
introduction of new Graduate courses in Engineering by the Calcutta 
University, to the creation of the Joint Technical Examination Board to 
control and conduct the Overseer and Sub-Overseer examinations of tho 
schools of the two Proyinors, to the introduction of new Overseer courses 
proposed by them, and to the experience acquired in seven years’ working of 
Ihe rules promulgated in Bengal Government Resolution No. 1252E. of 4th 
April 1001. . 

2. To consider the changed condition of affairs, and to advise tho 
respective Governments upon the necessary modifications in this Resolution, a 
Conference was convened in Calcutta on March 20tl|, 1908, at which the 
fpRowing officers were present:— 

Mr. M. J. Scobie, Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Public 

Works Department. 

Mr. W. Banks Gwytber, Officiating Secretary to tb,e Government of 

Eastern Bengal and Assam, Public Works Department.

Mr. B. Heaton, Principal, Civil .Emgineeripg Collbge, Sibpur. 
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Ati a result of this Conforonce and of subsequent discussion it is 
recognized— 

(a) that the Civil Engineering College possesses a claim, in respect of 
the transferred districts of Bengal, that the Public Works 
Department of Eastern Bengal and Assam should receive 
Graduates in Civil Engineering of the Civil Engineering College 
for practical training; this claim being accentuated by reason of 
the reservation for candidates domiciled in Eastern Bengal 
and Assam of one-third of the vacancies for regular students for 
admission to the Engineer Department of the Civil Eugiueoriug 
College ; 

(B) that the method of selection of candidates for admission into the 
Public Works Department of both Provinces should bo based on 
the results of the practical exammation held by the Public 
Works Department at the end of the period of practical 
training ; 

(c) that the guaranteed post of Assistant Engineer should be awarded 

to that candidate, being a Graduate in Civil Engineering of the 
Civil Engineering College, Sibpur, who should hoad the list of 
successful candidates at the practical examination, irrespective 
of the domicile of his family and also of the Province in tlie 
Public Works Department of which he completed the course 
of his practical training ; 

(d) that in selecting students of the Engineer Department of the 

Civil Engineering College to fill posts in the Subordinate grades 
domicile shall not bo taken into account, and that, so far as 
possible, 1st grade Overseer appointments should bo offered 
to them; 

( 0 ) that certain changes are necessary in the constitution of the Board 
of Examiners to secure the representation of the Public Works 
Department of both Provinces, and also in the subjects and 
sobeme of examination; 

(/) that in addition to students of the Apprentice Department of the 
Civil Engineering College, Sibpur, and of the Bihar School of 
Engineering now received for practical training, candidates 
should also be selected from amoiigst the qualified students of 
* the Dacca School of Engineering. Each Government, in making 
appointments from amongst such catididaies qualifying at the 
practical examination held at the end of the period of practical 
training, should show preference to those trained at the institu¬ 
tions within its jurisdiction ; 

(ff) that since the status of the Bihar School of Engineering has been 
raised and also that of the Dacca School of Engineering, 
arrangements having been made to enable their students to 
complete the full Foreman-Mechanic course (by transfer to the 
Civil Engineering Cjllege if such be necessary), students of 
these institutions shall be required to have qualifiea by completing 
the full practical course in the workshops of any one of tho 
three institutions before being admitted to tho course of practical 
training under the Public Works Department. 

3. The students who will be permitted to compete for those appointments 
will be determined by the rules in tho following Resolution. They will be 
required to undergo the practical training arranged for tho Public Works 
Department under the terms of this Resolution, and will, on tho satisfactory 
eompletion of it, be submitted to the practical examination referred to. 

4. All students on practical training may bo given an allowance of 
Rs. 50 monthly in the case of Indians, and Ks. 100 in tho cose of Europeans or 
Eurasians. Of this allowance, Rs. 10 shall in all oases bo retained until the 
completion of tho training, and shall be paid over to the student only on 
receipt of a satisfactory report from the Examining Board. 
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They may also bo granted a conveyance allowance, not exceeding Rs. 30 
monthly, of such amount as may be deemed necessary by the Chief Engineer 
of the Public Works Department of the Province m which they ore serving, 
and may be allowed the travelling allowaroe permissible to Overseers on first 
joining or leaving their practical training, and when it is necessary in the 
interests of their practical training to transfer them to another division. 

f>. The rules in the following Resolution will be brought into effect 
with reference to those students who proceed to their practical (raining in 
the year 1910;— 

Reaolution I .—One appointment as Apprentice Engineer will be made 
each year from the regular students who have completed the full course of 
study in the Civil Engineering Branch of the Engineering Department of the 
Civil Engineering College and have passed the final examination, either 
University or College, held at the end of this course within not more than 
six academic years of their first admission to the 1 st year class of that College, 
and who have qualified in the 5 ’ear’s practical training in the Public Works 
Department. 

Tho Apprentice Engineer thus appointed shall be posted in one year out 
of three under tho Government of Eastern Bengal and Assam, and the 
remaining two years to Bengal. If tho Apprentice Engineer serves his 
apprenticeship satisfactorily, he will be permanently appointed as an 
Assistant Engineer in tho Provincial Service of tlie Public Works Department. 

Jl. —In alternate years ono Upper Subordinate of the Public Works 
Department will also be appointed to be an Assistant Engineer in tho same 
Service. 

III. —Tho number of regular students of the Civil Engineering Branch of 

tho Engineer Department of the Civil Engineering College, Sibpur, who, 
having passed the final College or University blxamination held at tho end of 
tho College course of training, will be received for practical training, will 
bo six, four of whom will bo posted to Bengal and two to Eastern Bengal

VII, The Local Government, in reviewing tho results, will take into 
consideration the reports on the character and general fitness of tho candidates, 
which are submitted by the olEBcera under whom they have served during their 
practical training. They will take the marks as awarded under tSchcdulo I of 
Rule VI into account in deciding the award of the guaranteed post of Assistant 
Engineer, and will arrange the candidates on a list in order of merit, tho 
fiwt candidate on the list being appointed as Apprentice Engineer on 
probation. 

VIII. In deciding tho filling of tho posts in the Subordinate grades, they 
will prepare a list of merit in a similar way to that described in Rule Vll, 
making use of the marks awarded in Schedule II. 

Those who are fx^students of tho Engineer Department of tho Civil 
Engineering College will usually be appointea to the Ist grade of Overseers, 
while those who hold the Upper Subordinate or Sub-Engineer Certificate of 
tho Joint Technical Examication Board wilhbe placed in the 2nd grade, the 
Bengal Government showing preference to those trained at Bengal insti¬ 
tutions.

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the various suggestions for the improvement of the organization, etc., of the 
Calcutta Fire Brigade made by the Committee wliich enquired into the cir¬ 
cumstances of the fire in Darmahatta Street which occurred on the 2lBt 
January 1910. As regards the conduct of the members of the Brigade 
on that occasion ho accepted the finding that bribes had been demanded and 
received by certain of them for the performance of their duty, whilo iron safes, 
which had been found among the debris of the premises destroyed, had been 
broken open and rifled. Since, however, the enquiries of the Committee had 
failed to detect the particular officers at fault, His Honour decided that it was 
nocessary, in the interests of tho discipline of the Force, to make a further 
attempt to do so. The Committee was, therefore, requested to reopen its 
enquiry, and an indemnity was offered to any persons wlio would make a true 
ami full disclosure of all facts connected with the giving or offering of illegal 
gratifications. At the same time the attention of tiie Committee was invited to 
tho desirability of following up such clues as might be derived from the 
circumstances under which the Commissioner of Police had dismissed certain 
European Sergeants on the charge of being connected with tho rifling of safes, 
and from the admitted fact that Rs. 400 in notes was received at the time of 
tho fire by Superinteiideiit Haultain. 

2. Tho Committee has now completed its supplementary enquiry, 
and the IJeutenant-Governor desires to express his thanks to its members 
for the thoroughness wi;h wiiich tho task has been discharged. Altliough 
liandicapped, even cm this second occasion, by tho unwillingness of 
witnesses to come forward, and by the delays incidental to their doing so 
when their attendance could not bo enforced by law, tho Committee has 
carefully sifted tho testimony which was adduced, and has .spared no elFurt t i 
arrive at tho actual facts. The Lieutenant-Governor’s ackno\vledg(*ments are 
also due to the private gentlemen who assisted tho Committee in its enquiry, 
and in particular to Babu Radha Churn Pal .and Dr. Haridhan Dutt. 

3. The further enquiry which has now been made, and tho statoiuents 
of the fresh witnesses who have presented tliem.selves under the protection of 
the indemnity offered them agaimit jjroseeation, have conclusively established 
that bribes were demanded ami extorted tin an extensive scale liy tneinbers ct 
the Fire Brigade under threats of water being otherwise wifhliel i ; wl.ilo sales 
were broken open, and bystanders and others who attempted to interfere u ere 
driven away by the hose being turned on to them, \A'it!'. th(3 rilling of safes 
tho llluiopeaa .staff seems to have been mainly concerned, but tho khaimh ami 
other subordinates also participated in the taking of money as bribes. In the 
matter of identification no definite results have been arrived at except in the 
two cases which are dealt with below ; while in a third instance grave suspicibn, 
falling sBort, however, of conclusive proof, is established. Although thi.s result 
is greatly to be regretted, it is not altogether a. matter f<>r surprise, since in 
tho excitem'cnt’of the fire, intensified by smoko nud darkness, it must have boon 
difficult for witnesses to identify with certainty the members of the Brigade at 
fault, especially if the latter were begrimed with diri and soot. 

4. In connection with the breaking open of safes the Commissioner of 

Police had already taken action on the 3rd February 1910, jirior to tlie appoint¬ 
ment of the present Committoe. Proceedings wore drawn up against eight 
European Sergeants who were known to have boon on duty in the vicinity 
at the time. Although there was no identification of any of thoin as the actual 
culprits, it was certain that two of them, and porliaps other.s, were actually guilty. 
After consideration of all tho facts, threo men were exonerated, and one was 
given the benefit of the doubt in view of his previous excellent character. 
'I’hc remainder wore discharged from the Brigade, and tho Lieutenant- 
Governor is of opinion that the Cormuissioner of Police was fully justified in 
this finding. ^ 

5. The three cases in which tho Committee has obtained evidence 
against particular individuals are dealt with below:— 

(«) As agaimt Superiniendent JlauUain,~\i is admitted by Superintendent 
Haultain that hp attended tho fire in his capacity as Superintendent of the 
Brigade, ami took an active part in directing operations towards saving the 
house and valuable property of Babu Nareudra Krishna Ghose. While at the 
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scene of the fire he was offered mone^ by a Babu, which he refused. 8ub> 
sequently a parcel was pushed into his pocket by one Upendra Nath Dutt, 
and his attention was attracted by this being done, although he claims to 
have been unaware of its contents and to have taken no further notice of 
the incident at the time. On the Ist February he handed over the contents of 
the parcel, being Rs, 400 in notes, to the Deputy Commissioner of Police, 
with the statement that he first discovered their nature on the afternoon 
of the 24th January, when he happened to examine his coat pockets. He 
alleged that he was frightened when he found that the money was in his 
possession, and had delayed to consult his friends and to consider what had 
best be done. At the time he made his statement no allegations had been 
made against him personally, but rumours were in the air of misconduct on 
the part of the Brigade. Upendra Nath Dutt, who admits that he distributed 
money to various members of the Brigade on behalf of the Chose family 
as a reward for work done in attempting to save thoir house, corroborate.^ 
Mr. Haultain as to the latter having first refused money when offered to him, 
but alleges that he subsequently placed the notes in the Superintendent’s 
pocket with the remark that they were given as a hakshiah for hard work. 
No reply was made by Superintendent Haultain, but the witness is clear in 
his statement that the Superintendent knew what was being done. The 
Committee considers that tlie payments made b 3 ’ Upondra Nath Dutt were 
not made in consequence of solicitations by the men of the Brigade, Out they 
are unable to believe that Superintendent Haultain was not aware, at tte time, 
of the nature of the package which was being placed in his pocket. 

After . perusal of the statements above, and those of the other incidental 
witnesses mejitioned by the Committee, the Lieutenant-Governor is of opinion 
that no other finding than that of the Cojiunittee is possible. The points 
in Superifitendent Ilaultain’s favour are that- he hiin.xolf was the first to bring 
the incident to notice, and that ho has an oscellent record of service in the 
Police. On the other hand he only reported too incident after a delay 
of ton days after the fire, and seven da^'s after ho admits that he became 
aware of it, while complaints of misbehaviour on the part of niembers had bj'^ 
that time got abroad. From his experience in the Police ho must have been 
well aware of the serious nature of the offence of taking money in the 
discharge of his official duties, even although he had not actually demanded it, 
and his fault was aggravated by tlie fact that, as Superintendent of the Brigade, 
)t was part of his duty to prevent the very malpi*acticos in which ho partici¬ 
pated As Superintendent, he should have been aware of the misconduct of his 
subordmatos, but even had ho been so, his own guilty knowledge obviously 
debarred him from reporting it. Looking to hi.s previous connection with 
t'ln 1‘olicc, the Lieutenant-Governor regrets that he cannot take a more 
lenient view of tlie case ; but the charge cannot jjossibiy be ignored or treated 
lightly, and Sujierinteiuient llauitoin’s di.“inifisal I'om the Foi’ce is accordiiigK' 
ordered. For the reasons already’ stated, the Lieutenant-Governor has come 
to this conclusion with much reluctance*. Although in the interests of 
discipline and puldic morality it is impossible to retain Mr. Haultain in 
the service of Government, it is not. unreasonable that his long service of 
24 years and the good work ho has done in other capacities should receive 
recognition, and the Liouteuant-Governor will endeavour to secure that this 
shall bo done. 

(i) Aa agaimt Engineer Ckaac .—The evidence against Engineer Ohuse is 
.rav re open to dispute than in tlio case of Supcrintendouit Haultain, and 
•dho Coinmitteo is divided in its finding. The charge is that in three 
instances, the evidence regarding which is fully detailed in tiie report of the 
Committee, he took money in return for ids efforts to protect the property 
of the por8on.s concerned. The defence is a total denial of the allegations. 
The'Committee has carefully weighed tho evidence, and while Mr. Togart 
considt'rs that Ulr. Cliuse should be given the benefit of the doubt, tho Lieu- 
tonaut-Govoinor agrees with tho President and Mr. Payne in holding the 
accusation to bo proved. If .so, tlicu'e are no extenuating circumstances, and 
tlje dismissal of Engineer Chase, therefore, is also directed, on tho charge 
of htiving demanded and accepted illegal gratifications in tho discharge of 
his official duties. 
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(c) Aa against Enginser Jarrett,-—T'he conclusion of the Committee in respect 
of this officer is that there is a strong case of snquoion aminst him of haying 
demanded and taken money, but that ’the evidence falls short of positive 
]iroof. In these circumatancetii, <no further a<^on can be taken against him, 
but the Lieutenant-Governor directs that he shall be transferred to some duty 
in which he will work under close supervision. 

6. The question of the reorganization of the Calcutta Fire Brigade is still 
under consideration. The Committee has made a number of valuable recom¬ 
mendations, and these, together with a note thereon by Mr. F. L. Halliday 
and the provisional oonolusions of the Lieutenant-Governor, have been referred 
to the Commissioner of Police, whose detailed proposals will shortly be sub¬ 
mitted. When they are received they will be communicated to the riaunicipa- 
lities interested; but it is evident as an important lesson of this deplorable 
scandal that the Brigade requires a strong body of superior officers, as dis¬ 
tinguished from the rank and file, of such status that their mere presence will 
suffice to prevent a recurrence of the malpractices which have characterized this 
particular fire. Their employment will necessitate increased expenditure in 
(Connection with the Brigade, but the Lieutenant-Governor considers that they 
must be provided for in the new organisation, and if the probity of the Force 
is thereby secured, the gain to the public will more than compensate for the 
additional cost involved. 

Okd k. —(.Ordered that copies of the above Resolution and of the Report 
of the Committee be published in the Calcuiia Gazette for general information, 
and also that it be commmiicated to the Commissioners of the Presidency and 
Burdwan Divisions, the Chairman of the Calcutta Corporation, and the 
Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, with the direction (in the latter case) that 
action be taken as ordered in the cases of Superintendent Haultain and 
Engineers Chase and Jarrett.

C. F. Fayne, add Mr. C. A. Tegart, appointed by Gorem- 
ment to enquire into the oirounstanoee connected with the fire which occurred in 
Darxnabatta Street, Calcutta, on tha^Mning of the filet January 1910. 


Preliminary .—In accordance with Goyernment resolution No. 73211., 
tipon the original report of the Committee, the enquiry regarding the fire 
emich occurred on the early morning of the 21st January 1910 in Darmahatta 
Street was reopened on the 29th March 1910, after an indemnity from 
prosecution for having offered or given an illegal gratification to any member 
of the fire Brigade had been widely published for the information of all 
persons who might bo prepared to make a true and full disclosure of all the 
facts within their knowledge. This supplementary enquiry has been confined, 
in terms of Government letter No. 734M., dated the 26th March 1910, to the 
discovery (»f the actual persons who were guilty of demanding or accepting 
illegal gratifications and testing the truth of the charges made against them. 

The public enquiry, apart from the consultations held by the members 
of the Committee, ocenpit d eight days, and fifty-four witnesses were examined. 
Only five of these were examined in the course of the original enquiry, the 
rest (with the exception of eight witnesses connected with, or produced by, 
the Fire Brigade) having all come forward on tho strength of the indemnity 
offered. All the witnesses (twenty-four in number) who statod that they could 
identify, or that they might be able to identify, men of the Fire Brigade who 
had demanded or accepted an illegal gratification were directed to be present 
at the Police Head-Quartt rs ^t Lrfil Bazar to point out tho men referred to. 
Only seventeen of these actuaUy came to tho identification parade, and seven 
of them succeeded identifying between them three members of the Fire 
Brigade, of whom onejdid not go to the fire at all. Throughout the enquiry 
the .Committee experienced the greatest difficulty in securing tho punctual 
attendance of tho witnesses, and they are much indebted to Babu Radha 
Charan Pal and Dr. Haridhan Dutt for their assistance in his respect. 

The Committee are of opinion that the people of the locality failed 
to nve the help that might reasonably be expected from them in bringing 
to light the actual malpractices which oocuired at this fire In dealing 
with cases of this kina the Committee consider it is very essential to 
bear in mind that the men of the Fire Brigade,—men on low pay,— 
are subjected to great temptations, for undoubtedly voluntary oners 
of large sums Bre made to them by persons anxious with regard to their 
own property. This was one of the reasons which led the Committee in 
their former report to make the recommendation they did with regard to a 
whole-time Superintendent of the Fire Brigade. 

Very little use could be made of the evidence recorded during the course 
of the original enquiry, as none of the witnesses then examined could 
identify any member of the Fire Brigade. A few, however, who it was thought 
might be able to identify some members of the Fire Brigade if they were 
coi^ronted with them were directed to attend tho identification parade, but 
none of them succeeded in picking out any one. The only papers in the 
Police Office relating to the matter under report wore those dealing with the 
dismissal of four European Sergeants on suspicion of being concerned in the 
looting of safes. These papers have been perused by the Committee and 
from part of this record ; out they contain nothing in tho nature of identifica¬ 
tion, and no clue worth following up could be gathered from them. The 
Committee held a parade of, and questioned individually, all the native police 
who were present at the fire, with the exception of a few who could not for 
various reasons be present. Of those so examined, numbering about 150, no 
one could give any information as to the payment or demand of illegal 
gratifications or as to the looting of safes. 

Out of the whole of the evidence recorded and the other enquiries made 
by the Committee, only two cases have emerged in which the charges have

boen Bubstantiatod against individual members of the Fire Brigade. These 
oases, which are against Suparintendeiit Haulcain and Engineer Chase, are 
dealt with at length below. Certain other oases which in the opinion of the 
Committee are not proved, including a charge of taking money against 
Engineer Jarrott who was described but not identified, are also commented on. 

case against Superintendent Haultain .—The evidence with regard to 
this matter is contained in tlie statements made by the following persons :—

Almost opposite whore Gobind Shah’s Lane and Darmahatta Street meet 
is the house of the Ghmie family. This house is a very large masonry build¬ 
ing, and is said to have contained many valuable works of art and books. On 
the early morning of the 21s; soon after this house caught fire, the Ghose 
family sent for Baou Upundra Nath Dutt to come and help them. He came 
and took on himself the direction of affairs with regard to the fire so f ir 


as the Ghose family were concerned. Babu Upendra Nath Dutt arrived just 
before Superintendent Haultain came. Tne latter arrived about B*30 A M. on 
the morning of Friday, the 21st January. Prior to Superintendent Haultain’s 
arrival Babu Upendra Nath Dutt had been asked by two Europeans for 
Ks. 4,000 if he wanted the house to be saved. The Babu promised nothing, 
and subsequently was unable at the identification parade hold by the Committee 
to identify the men who had so asked him ; nor is there any other proof 
in support of this statement. Some time after Superintendent Haultain 
arrived, Upendra Babu came to the conclusion that if some money was paid 
znore work would be done ; but he cannot remember whether any one else 
other than the two Europeans above referred to asked him for money. 
Upendra Babu therefore wont to the Ghose family Superintendent, Babu 
Pyari Mohan Chatterjee, and asked him for some money for distribution 
among the Brigade. The Superintendent gave him a certain amount; and 
on the arrival of the cashier, Babu Panna LhI Chowdhury, that officer was 
directed by Babu Rajendra Ghose to give to Upendra Babu for payment 
to the Fire Brigade what sums he might require from time to time. The total 
amount paid from the funds of the G hose family to or for the Fire Brigade 
is by the accounts of the cashier Rs. 1,096-8-9. While distributing the 
money, which was in the shape of notes, to the Fire Brigade, Upendra Babu 
flays he was accompanied by a Jurwan of the Ghoso’s establishment. This 
durwan held the supply of notes, from which, apparently Upendra Babu took 
what he wanted from time to time. We have tried to get hold of this 


durwan but have failed, as n'o one can identify him or give his name. The 
only traceablo notes used by Upendra Babu when distributing the money 
amongst the men of the Fire Brigade are the two 100* rupee notes he gave 
to Superintendent Haultain. 

While working on the house Superintendent Haultain was offered some 
notes by Upendra Babu, who was told to go away. Sub-scquontly, when the 
fire at the house had apparently been got under, Suporintondent Haultain 
went away to see what was being done in other parts of the fire area. While 
he was away a part of the roof of the house fell in and the fire broke out 
again. On this happening Upendra Bobu went after Superintendent Haultain 
and brought him back to the house. On their way back their route was along 
Gobind Shah’s Lane; and it was while in this lane, by Superintendent 
HauHain’s account, that Upendra Babu, as they were going along, put the 
^bundle of notes into Superintendent Haultain’s left hand coat pocket, which 
he could easily do as the coat was not buttoned. The cashier stated he had 
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no Yonchers; but the Superintendent, Babu Pyari Mohan Chatterjee, produced 
a list showing the various sums paid out, and the items paid by Upendra Babu 
bore his initials, which the latter gave two or three days after the fire. This 
list was not made at the time, and, e&cept with regard to Superintendent 
Haultaiii, it gives no clue as to the persons to whom the payments were made; 
nor could Upendra Babu identify any member of the Pire Brigade, except 
Superintendent Haultain, to whom he had made any payment. Upendra 
Bal m also says that he gave Engineer Chase’s ciiildren, who came to the 
scene of the fire, 10 or 20 rupees; but in the opinion of the Committee 
no charge could be framed against Mr. 'Cliase on this account, as there is 
nothing to show that he knew anything about tiiis alleged payment; and 
moreover when the list was initialled by the Babu he did not initial the 
entries according to his own memory but by what ho was told he had fc<aid at the 
time the payments were made, and there is nothing to support his statement 
in regard to these children. It seems to the Committee from what has been 
stated before them that, with regard to the payments made for the Ghose 
family, such were not made in consequence of solicitations by the men of the 
Brigade. Upendra Baba’s story distinctly proves this, and his account oii 
this point is confirmed by the statement of Mr. Lindsay. Had the payments 
made W the Ghose family been due to illegal prossuro on tlie part of the men 
of the Fire Brigade, the Committee cannot believe that Upendra Babu and 
the Ghose family would have spoken so eniogistically to Mr. Linds iy of the 
work of the Fire Brigade as they did on the 2lst, and would not have spoken 
of the payments they had been compelled to make. 

Wo are unable to believe that Superintendent Haultain was not aware at 
the time of -the nature of what was being put into his pocket. The fact that 
the man who did it was the man who had previously offered him the notes 
must have led him to guess what was being given to him even if ho did not 
hear what Upendra Babu says he told him at the time, vix., “ You have 
worked hard and this is given you as ‘ backsheesh.’ ” Superintendent Haultain 
states that owing to official duties he did not remember about the package 
that Upendra Babu had put into the pocket of his fire-coat, until Monday, 
the 24th January, and that it was then that he found out the nature of it.-: 
contents. This scared him, and for some days he thought over the matter and 
then applied to some friends for advice; and acting on tlieir advice informed the 
Commissioner of Police on the Isc February. 'I'his delay and the fact that 
he allowed himself to take the money are the only misdeeds which can be 
attributed to Superintendent Haultain. It is most regrettable that an officer 
occupying the position that Superintendent Haultain does, and one who has 
done such excellent service, should have failed, until tlie Government was 
abeut to order an enquiry into tho facts attending this fire, to bring to the 
notice of his superior officer the fact that he had 'been given Us. 400 as a 
reward for work done by him in connection with his official duties. 

In the opinion of the Committeo the charge against Superintendent 
Haultain would not havo been proved if it had not been for the fact that he 
himself brought the matter to the notice of the Commissioner of Police ; lot 
had he destroyed tho notes and denied the occurrence, then,—considering the 
many serious discrepancies in the evidence, the very excited state in which 
Upendra Babu evidently was at the time of tho oocurreiioo, Superintendent 
Uaultain’s long and unblemished good character, and the doubts which attach 
to tho list of payments,—the Committee could not have credited the story us 
told by Upendra Babu. The notes have been made over to the Deputy Com¬ 
missioner of Police, Mr. Tegart, and for their ultimate disposal the orders of 
Government are awaited. 

2’Afl case against Engineer Chase .—The case against Mr. Ghaso rests princi¬ 
pally on tho evidence of four witnesses, namely, Chandra Shekhar Naik, 
Jotindra Nath Biswas, Makhan Lai Naik, and Uadlia KLissen Bagla. Mr. 
Chase was the Engineer in charge of the “ Niagara,” tho first fire engine to 
arrive on the scene. He stationed his engine in Nimtolla Gliat Street to the 
north of the lire; and there can bo uo doubt that tho efforts of the men with 
that engine wore mainly directed towards tho saving of tho “ dal gola ” of the 
Witness Chandra Shekhar Naik, which was in fact almost entirely saved while 
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all the surrounding golas ” were burnt. This fact struck the Committee rery 
forcibly on their first visit to the scene of the fire, before any evidence had been 
recorded at all. The allegation is that Mr. Chase demanded Rs. 1,000 from 
Chandra Shekhar Naik to save his “ gola immediately he arrived at the scene 
of the fire. Chandra Shekhar Naik, who is a man of business in comparatively 
wealthy circumstances, at once offered Ks. 500, which Mr. Chase agreed to 
accept, lie then sent his sarkar, Makhau Lai Naik, for the money; and within 
5 or 10 minutes Hs. 400 in 10*Tupee notes was handed over to Mr. Chase; and 
the water was directed on the “gola’' and the strnotares at the back, from 
whicli the fire was likely to spread to this “ gola.” The fact that only Rs. 400 
was actually paid, and not Rs. 500, as agreed, is explained by Makhan Lai Naik, 
who says that he handed over a bundle of lO-rupee notes representing Rs. 400 
in all to his master, who believing the bundle to contain lis. 500 gave it over 
to Mr. Chase, who took it and went away to bis engine. Makhan Lai Naik 
dill nut tell his muster of the difference until afterwards. This occurrence 'is 
testified to by (1) Chandra Shekhar Naik, (2) Jotindra Nath Biswas, and (3^ 
Makhan Lai Naik. All of these men were present both when the money was 
demanded and when it was paid, and their stories substantially agree. Two of 
them, Chandra Shekhar Naik and Jotindra Nath Biswas, identified Mr. Chase 
in the presence of the Committee from among a large number of Ejuropean 
Sergeants and all the ^Engineers (^except the Chief Engineer, who was ill) of 
tho Fire Brigade. The circumstances of the identification were by no means 
easy for tho witnesses, and, though one of the identifiers could only say that he 
thought Mr. Chase was the man, both picked him out without hesitation. 
Makhan Lul Nnik, the third witness to this occurrence, could not identify any 
one; but he clearly indicates in his ovidonce that tho man to whom the money 
was paid was the Engineer in charge of the engine in Nimtolla Ghat Street, 
which was Mr. Chase. 

Tho secoed occurrence in which Mr. Chase is implicated is alleged to 
have taken place shortly after 0-^:0 p.m. on the night of the 21st January. 
Mr. Chase w'as then taking his engine back to Lai Bazar, and Chandra Shekhar 
Naik begged him not to do so. Mr. Chase is then said to have offered to 
lot him have a hose to attach to'the street hydrant if ho gave him Rs. 100. 
Chandra Shekhar Naik agreed to this, and paid him the money in the presence 
of Jotindra Nath Biswas and Haridas Mandal. Makhan Lai Naik was not 
present when the money was paid, but he testifies that his master took 
Rs. 100 from him in 10-rupee notes to pay to a sahib” of the Fire Brigade at 
about that time. Haridas Mandal was not able to idenii^ Mr. Chase, but he 
describes him in his evidence as the Engineer in charge of the fire engine which 
was stationed in Nimtolla Ghat Street. 

The third charge in respect of which Mr. Chase has been identified is 
brought by Radha Kissen Bagla, a Maiwari, who owns a timber “ gola ” at 
Nimtolla aud who had advanced money to other timber merchants there and 
was consequently interested in the saving of their property. He states 
that he approached the. Engineer of the fire engine in Nimtolla Ghat Street 
before the faro reached Lis “ gola,” and asked him to turn a hose on it, 'J'ho 
Engineer said that ho would .do so if he “got something.” Radha Kissen 
Bagla then borrowed Rs. 100 from Bhikraj Sagar Mull, whose timber yard 
is adjacent to his own, and paid it to the Engineer. The result was unsatisfao- 
tory as far as Radha Kissen Bagla was oonoemed, as the Engineer after 
taking tho money did not turn any water on his “gola.” Later on, howarer, 
lie gave Radha Kissen Bagla a length of hose which he attached to the street 
hydrant and turned the water on his timber. Radha Kissen Bagla also states 
that the I'lngineer wont with him to Sagar Mull’s “ gola ” near the river and 
telephoned for a second engine. This Mr. Chase admits that he did. Radha 
Kissen Bagla w'as doutful whether he conld identify the man to ‘whom he 
}>aid the money, but at the identification parade he picked out Mr. Chase as 
the man. The only corroborative evidence in this case is that of Muralidhar, 
of the firm of Bhikraj Sagar Mull, who says that he lent Ks. 100 to Radha 
Kissen Bugla on the night of the fire. He was not informed at the time 
what the money was wanted for, but Rs. 40 was subsequently returned to him, 
the balance of its. 60 being said to have been expeuded on his account in 
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connection "with the fire. Sagax Mali himself is in Moulmein, and two 
durwans who wore standing near when the money was paid, to Mr. Chase are 
also out of *Calcutta, and their attendance^could not be secured. 

The payments referred to. in connection with the above three Occurrences 
are also supported by entries in aodounl books. .The payments made by 
Chandra Shekhar Naik, which amounted in all to about Rs. 80, were entered in 
gross in his cash book. These payments included one 100-rupee note, the number 
of which has been ascertained from his books by a process of elimination. This 
note was, however, given to a fireman, and not to Mr. Chase, and it has not yet 
been traced. Badha Eiason Bagla produces his account books to show that he 
paid Es. 195*2 in all to the Brigade. He also prriduces his suspense account to 
prove certain loans which he niade fdr payment to the firemen. Muralidhar, 
too, produces an account book which shows a payment of Rs. 60 to tho Fire 
Brigade. 

Mr. Chase, through his pleader, cross-examined Chandra Shekhar Naik, 
Jotindra Nath Biswas, and Radha Kissen Bagla. He also produced five 
witnesses to rebut the charges. Four of these are connected with the Fire 
Brigade and came to the fire with Mr. Chase’s engine. They all bay that Mr. Chase 
was attending to his engine the whole time, and that he|neither demanded nor 
accepted any money from any ono in thdir presence. The only outsider called 
by him was a Mr, Russell, who arrived at the fire at about 4-30 a.m. and who 
stood by Mr. Chase’s engine for some time. He says that he did not see Mr. Chase 
demand or accept any money, and that he had to watch his engine constantly 
to prevent it from racing owing to the shoitness of abater. He is an Engineer 
himself, and consequently noticed this fact in particular. Mr. Chase howevef 
admits that it was not till 5 a.m. that the pressuro of water began to drop, and 
he says that till then he had sufficient water to keep his engine going at full 
speed^. The evidence of these witnesses is therefore purely negative; and they 
do not prove very much as against the testimony on the other side, which was 
practically unshaken by the somewhat weak cross-examination to which the 
wituesses were subjected. 

As regards the guilt of Mr. Chase the Committee are divided in opinion. 
The President and Mr. Payne agree in thinking that the charges have been 
established; but Mr. Tegart is of opinion that the evidence is not sufficiently 
conclusive, and thinks that Mr. Chase should he given the benefit of the doubt. 
Mr. Tegart’s reasons for holding this opinion aro given in a Note of dissent 
at the end of this report. In the opioion of the Presidont and Mr. Payne no 
good reason has been advanced why the witnesses should bring a false charge 
against Mr. Chase. It is admitted that his engine was working all day iost 
outside Chandra Shekhar Naik’s ‘‘dftl gola,” and tho witnesses had therefore 
ample opportunities of observing him; and it is m*ost improbable that they 
should all be making the same mistake. The Suggestion* thrown out by 
Mr. Chase himself,*—who denies the charge tn toto ,—that he is well known in 
Calcutta owing to his long connection with the Fire Brigade, is hardly 
sufficient to account for this unanimity of evidence. Besides, the fact 
that this particular “gola” was saved (or practically saved) from the fire 
while all the surrounding ‘*golas” were burnt cannot bo explained except 
by the fact that special attention was directed towards it. This circumstancex 
impressed tho Committee very strongly when they visited the spot, before 
any charge had been made against Mr. Chase; and it certainly tends to 
create a suspicion that there was some special reason why the energies of 
the Fire Brigade, as far as the work of the engine was concerned, were 
practically confined to saving one man’s property. Tho incident of the 
payment of Ks. 4U0 in the hurry of the moment instead of Rs. aOO also struck 
the Committee as too realistic to be otherwise than true. Mr. Chase points out 
that the officer in charge of tho operations of the Brigade was Chief Engineer 
Milne, and says that be was tne only man who could direct tho firemen to 
play upon a particular “ goln.” Each Engineer, however, undoubtedly hfeis a 
large share iu the control of the operations of his owa engine; and it is at least 
clear that the witnesses thought that Mr. Chose could assist them in saving 
their property. 'Fhere is no reason to suppose that Mr. Chase has been 
mutaken for Mr. Milne, and that the latter was the actual recipient of the 
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money. All the witnesaes, besideB (in some cases^ identifying Mr. Chase, 
agree that the man to whom the money was paid was the Engineer in charge of 
the fire engine stationed in Nimtolla Ghat Street. Mr. Chase has a long and 
untarnished service to his credit, which should certainly be taken into*account 
in his favour ; but, as already stated, in the opinion of the majority of the 
Committee he has been guilty of demanding ana accepting illegal gratmoations. 

Other cates not proved. —In addition to the oases referred to above in 
oonn^tion with which Superintendent Haultaiu and Engineer Chase were 
identified the witnesses, ten other specific instances are referred to in which 
the individuals to whom the alleged payments were mado could not be identi<- 
fied by the persons who stated they had actually paid the money, or by the 
u itnesses in whose presence payment was said to have been made. 

The facts of these cases are given briefly below. The first five of them 
apparently refer to Engineer Jarrett of the Howrah engine, who up till about 
9 am. had no other European or Eurasian with him. Engineer Jarrett has 
been examined and denies the charge. In the opinion of the Committee the 
case against him is one of strong suspicion only. 

(1) Radha Kissen Bngla stat^ that, subsequent to the payment *of 

Rs. 100 to Engineer Chase, he paid a sahib” of the engine opposite No. 67_ 

24 Strand Road, Rs. 100. He says no one else was present when this money 
was paid, and that the money was brought from his own office by his durwan 
Ranenoo, who has since gone to the Upper Provinces. Although this witness 
was telegraphed for. his attendance could not be secured. Radha Kissen stated 
that he could not identify the “sahib” referred to. From the^ description 
be gives of the engine, however, it is clear that he refers to tfae'Howr^ fire 
engine, to which only one European,—*Engineer Jarrett,—is attached. 

In connection with this case Babu Barada Kanta Roy Choiidhuri (pages 23 
and 24 of the printed evidence) stated at the original enquiry that he paid 
Rs. 10 to the Engineer in charge of the Howrah fire engine, and dosenbed 
Engineer Jarrett as the man ; but when ho was confronted with him in his fire 
imiforni with three other men similarly dressed, he stated that he was not 
among them. 

The second case is referred to by Narain Misser, a durwan of Golab 
Rai Sheobuz, who states that he paid in all Rs. 126-8 to members of the Firs 
Brigade, Ks. 20 of which he paid to a “sahib” and the balance to khalasis 
coachmen, constables and others whom he could not identify. This witness 
stated that he thought he could identi^ the “sahib” he referred to, who was 
wearing a brass helmet; and that the money was paid in two instalments of 
Rs. 10 in an upper room of the “ gola ” in the presence of Gajadbar Tewari 
Juraman, Balia Buz end Ram Bhaiose. * 

Later on in his evidence this witness stated that though he paid the 
money in the upper room of the “gola,” all the persons whom he cited as 
having witnessed the payment were at that time downstairs throwing water on 
the timber with backets. If this is true, they obviously could not have been 
eye-witnesses to the payment. 

On the following day'all these witnesses were examined, as well as Hira 
I.aU Hirabat, the cashier of Narain Misser’s master. 

Qajadhar Tewan'—Stated that Narain paid Rs. 126<8 in his presence to 
khalasis of the Brigade, whom he could not identify. He did not see any 
payment made to a “ sahib.” 

.furamas—Said that Narain paid some khalasis, but he did not see him 
pay any “ sahib.” He cannot identify the khalasis, nor can he say h ow much 
was paid. 

Balia Rae—Saw Narain pay money to the Fire Brigade staff; but he 
cannot say if any “sahibs” were paid, and cannot identify any of the 
recipients. 

Ram Bharote —Did not see any money paid. : 

Hira Loll Hiraiat, the caehier —Did not see any money paid to'the Brigade. 

He paid Narain Misser Rs. 100 for the Fire Brigade. 

Finally, this witness Narain, though wam^ to attend the identification 
parade at 3-45 P.M., turned up at 5 p.m. after the parade had been, dismiss^, 
and stated that as he had been weighing gram, he could not oonv earlier. In 
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any oaae, his evidence is in iti>el{ improbable and ia not corroborated by any 
of the witnesses oited by him. It is therefore doubtful if any action eould 
possibly have been taken on it, even had he succeeded in identifying any 
particular individual. 

(3) L^ehmi Narain Bogla —States that at Jowala Dntt’s request he went 

up to speak to the “sahib” of the engine which stopped opposite his 
“ gola ” fthis was the Howrah engine), asked, him to turn the hose on 

his “ gola,” on which the “ sahib” demanded money. Witness then bor¬ 
rowed Rs. ICO from Jowala Dutt on the understanding that they should 
eaoh be responsible for half this sum, and paid it to the “ sahib.” It 
was all in 10-mpee notes. Witness stated that Jowala Dutt was close by 
when thia money was paid, and that he (witnessJ could not identify the 
“ sahib” to whom he paid the money. 

'i'his witness attended the identiBcation parade, but could not pick out 
the man he referred to. He further stated that^ the man to whom ho 
paid the money was dressed in white. None of the Fire Brigade were dressed 
in white at the fire. 

Jowala Dutt^ his wiftisss—Corroborated Lachmi Narain as regards payment 
of the Rs. 100 to him, but said that he could not identify the individual 
who took the money. This witness also attended the parade, but could 
not identify any one, and said that the man to whom the money was 
paid was dressed in black. 

(4) Sheotaukh Rat—Said he paid Rs. 100 to a “sahib” of the Brigade who 
was standing about 100 feet from the fire engine on Strand Road and 
who demanded money from him . Witness sent his Jamadar Hiranand to 
fetch Rs. 300 from his office which was close by. This money was^ brought 
a few minutes later, and witness paid the “ sahib” Rs. 100, and got in return 
a hose pipe and some khalasis. The pipe wm joined to a street hydrant 
and used on witness’s “ gola.” Ten minutes later the water was stopped, and 
the same “ sahib,” when appealed to, demanded more money. Witness then 
paid him another hundred rupees in the presence of Hiranand and one 
Suren Kundu. Witness also stated that this latter (Suren Kundu) paid in 
his presence some money to tho same “ sahib,” Witness could not identify 
the “ sahib ” to whom he paid the money. 

An entry in this witness’s account book shows payment of Rs. 533-3-6 
on this occasion. Witness eimlains that, besides the Rs. 200 referred to 
above, he paid his own servant ]^. S3-3-6 as “ buoksheesh.”^ 

Hiranand —Corroborates Sheomukh as regards his bringing Rs. 300, which 
he got from Johur Mull, Sheomukh’s cashier, and which Sheomukh paid in his 
presence toa “ sahib” whom he cannot identify. , 

Johur Mull —Corroborated the payment of Rs. 300 to Hiranand, but did 
not know what was done with it. From the description given of the position of 
tho engine referred to by Sheomukh it appears to have been the Howrah 
station engine. 

(5) Suren Kundu —Stated that ho paid Rs. 55, in 10-ruTCe notes and Rs. 5 
in cash, in tho presence of several others, whose names he did not Imow, to tho 
same “sahib” as Sheomukh paid, which payment was made^ in witness’s 

S reaence. This payment of Hs. 55 is supported by on entry in an account 
ook produced by this witness, who stated that the money was brought from 
his office by his durwan, Islok Misser. Asked to describe the person to whom 
he paid the money, witness said he was wearing a “ topee,” not a brass helmet; 
that he had no brass epauletles (worn by the Engineers', but was wearing 
white breeches and a black coat, and was working a hose pipe. 

Witness was not certain whether he could identify the person he referred 
to. He was asked to attend the identification parade, but failed to do so. 

His durwan, Islok Misser, who was also examined, stated that while tho 
fire was some distance from Suren’s “gola” the safe and furniture were 
removed to the river bank; that the Babu himself came there and ordered 
witness to take Rs. 50 out of the safe, which he (the Babu) took away. 
Witness did not see to whom the money was paid. 

(6) Kedar Nath Stated that ho saw a Fire Brigade^ “sahib” 

breaking open some iron safes, while seven or eight other “sahibs” were 
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standing round looking on. Later on he saw two of these sahibs” in Ohandra 
Shekhar’s “gola,” and they asked him for Rs. 10. He went and borrowed 
Rs. 6 from the proprietor of the “gola.” Meanwhile one of the “sahibs” had 
gone, and he paid Rs. 5 to the other “sahib” whose name he heard Was 
Woodward.” 

There was a Sergeant of this name at the fire, but he has since been 
dismissed the force for misconduct (not connected) with this fire)'and is now in 
England. At the parade this witness identified a Sergeant named Green at the 
other man who was with Woodward in the “gola.” Serg^nt G-reen did not 
go to this Bre at all. Witness could not produce or identify the other persons 
connected with this “gola” who he said wore present when this case of saf^ 
breaking occurred, though all the sorrants of tlie “ gola ” were produced for his 
inspection. 

7) Mahadeo Prosad Poddar —Stated that he paid Hs. 20 to a European 
fireman whom ho thought ho could identify. He produced an entry in 
his account book showing an amount of Rs. 20 paid on this account, but 
could not gire the names of any persons who were present when he paid the 
money. He was present at the parade, but failed to iaeutify anyone. 

(8) Jogendra JNath Boae, Jormcrly a ehrk of Ram halt Ohoao^ who ha4 a 
timber yard in that qtearter —Stated that he pa^ Rs. 4 ) to a “ sahib,” whom he 
could not identify, in the presence of one Baijnath. He borrowed Rs. 30 
of this from Baijnath and Rs. 10 from Ram JLall Gfacse. This witness was 
examined at the previous hearing {vidt page 22 of the printed eyidenco)^ and 
the story he then told differs essentially from what he now states. 

Baijnath Poddar^ examined on the Slst JlfercA-^-Sta^ed that on Jogon’s 
behalf he borrowed Rs. 59 from Radha Kisson Bagla (who had already made 
this statement on the previous day), of which he gave Rs. 30 to Jogen, who 
gave it to a European fireman, whom w'itness cannot identify and to whom 
witness himself paid Rs. 10 in the presence of Ram Loll Qhose. 

Ram Lall Ghoae —Stated that lie knew nothing about payment of money to 
the Brigade, but that he gave, Ks. 10 to Jogen, who said he wanted it for the 
Brigade. 

(9) Kedar Nath Dutt, of Krietodhan Sircar^ e wood “ gola” examined on 31st 
March vno —Said he paid Rs. 50 to a “sahib,” and later on Rs. 20 to a 
“ sahib.” Ho cannot say if both payments were made to the came man, as 
all “ sahibs” looked alike to him. The “sahib” to whom he paid the Rs. 50 
had a brass helmet and brass epaulettes. The Rs. 20 witness borrowed from 
Radha Kissen Bagla (who had already said so in his statement recorded on 
the previous day) and Rs. 20 from Ananta N. Dutt. No one was present when 
witness paid this money, and at the parade this witness could not identify 
any one. 

(10) Surendra Nath Dey —Said he offered a cheque for Rs. 600 (which was 
refused) to a Fire Brigade “ sahib ” who had demanded money from him. 
The “sahib,” who had on brass epaulettes, was with the Nimtolla engine. 
Witness could not say who was present when the money was demanded. At 
the parade he failed to identify the individual ho referred to. There is no 
other evidence to corroborate his statement. 

ConcUision ,—Summing up the resolts of the enquiry, the Committee are 
unanimously of opinion that Superintendent Haultain knowingly accepted 
Ks. 400 from Upendra Nath Dutt and that he retained the money in his posses¬ 
sion fill the 1st February, when the talk of an enquiry was in the air. They 
think, however, that the money was paid to him voluntarily and that be ^ did 
not demand it. As regards Engineer Chase, the majority of the Committee 
(Mr. Tegart dissentinp;) find that he both demanded and accepted illegal 
gratifications. There is a strong case of suspicion against En^neer Jarrott, 
but the evidence falls short of positive proof. The other oases fail altogether.

Thbbe are three distinct ohcurges against Engineer Chase— 

(1) That on arrival at the sowie of the fire he demanded Rs. 1,000 and 
finally accepted Es. 400 from Chandra Shekhar Naik, before he started the 
engine. 

This incident is deposed to by (1) Chandra Shekhar, witness No. 36; 

(2) Jotindra Biswas, witness No. 32; and (3) Makhan Naik, witness No. 41. 

(2) That shortly after the above incident he demanded money and 
accepted Rs. 100 from Radha Kissen Bai^a. 

To this Radha Kissen (No. 10) is the only witness, excepting Muralidhar, 
witness No. 42, who refers to the money being borrowed from him, 

(3) That at about 9-30 p m, on^ the 21 st January, before removing his 
engine from the scene of the fire, he demanded money and accepted Rs. 100 for 
leaving a stand-pipe and hose behind. 

Witness: (1) Chandra Shekhar, (2; Jotindra Biswas, and (3) Haridas 
Mandal, witness No. 38, depose to this. 

As regards the evidence to prove charge No. 1 — 

In the first place it must be considered that though intending witnesses 
were warned by proclamation at the scene of the fire, and though the Committee 
at the commencement of their enquiry requested Babu Radha Charan Pal and 
Dr. Haridhan Dutt to inform the witnesses, that thoy must not come before 
the Committee singly, but with any documentary and oral evidence available 
to corroborate their charge?, in order that each c^se might, as far as possible, 
be examined at one sitting, in this case, as in many others, witnesses persisted 
in coming up singly, the evidence in suuport of their statements being 
produced later, after the proceedings at the Wmor sittings had become public 
property. 

In support of this charge there are only three witnesses: (1) Jotindra 
Biswas, who was examined on Slst January 1010; (2) Chandra Shekhar, who 
was examined on let April 1910; and (3) Makhan Naik, who was examined on 
6th April 1910. 

Asked why he did not bring his cashier, Makhan Lai, with him as directed, 
Chandra Shekhar stated he did not know his evidence would be required. That 
Makhan Lai had either read or discussed the cvidonco previously given by his 
muster is evident from the fact that he was able to give from memory the 
number of the 100-rupee note alleged to have boon paid to a fireman on 21st 
January 1910, which had been referred to by Chandra Shekhar. 

In my opinion very little weight can be attached to corroborative evidence 
adduced in this manner. 

As regards the identification in this case— 

(1) Chandra Shekhar, in pointing to Engineer Chase, said he thought this 
was the man. 

(2) Jotin Biswas said first he thought he was the man, and almost 
immediately afterwards said he was sure. 

(3) Makhan Lai Eaik could not identify anybody. 

All these witnesses belong to the same “gola.” There is no external 
evidence in support of tbo charge, although, if the allegations made are true, 
the surrounding “gola” owners suffered total loss of all their property partly 
owing to the fact that the services of this engine were mainly directed towards 
saving Chandra Shekhar’s “ gola.” 

As aggrieved partios one would have expected some evidence from their 
side rather than irom the actual complainant, whose story is that for Rs. 800 
he saved five-sixths of his valuable property. 

There is no suggestion that in placing this engine opposite Chandra 
Shekhar’s “gola” Engineer Chase or any other member oi tne Brigade was 
infiueuoed by improper motives : it was driven straight there from head- 
(quarters by a native coaohman. In my opinion this engine was correctly 
placed in the first instance opposite Chandra Shekhar's gola." 

Evidence recorded at the former enquiry showed that the wind was then 
southerly, though it shifted later on. It was near this spot that the tiro 
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originated ; and when this engine arrired, the conflagration had not spread 
across Darmahatta Street, and the efforts of the Brigade were mainly directed 
towards preventing it spreading in that direction. 

Chandra Shekhar’s “go.la” is close to the junction of Nimtola [Street and 
Darmahatta Street, and the fact that it was only partially destroyed is in m^ 
opinion more naturally explained by the important position it occupied at this 
stage of the fire, in order to cope with whicn leads of hose would, as described, 
have to be taken through and round the “gola.” 

As regards the allegation thac money was extorted before the engine 
was started, I am disinclined to believe that immediately on arrival at the 
scene of the fire the Engineer in charge of the engine would refuse to start his 
engine until paid to do so. Further in this case the Chief Engineer was present 
and in immediate charge of the operations of this engine, which was at that 
time the only one present; and it was for him, and not for his subordinate, 
to say when and where the engine should work. 

As regards the second charge— 

The payment of this money is absolutely without corroboration, and the 
details as regards the borrowing of the money are also discrepant. 

Radha Kissen states he borrowed this money (Rs. 100) from Bhikraj 
Sagar Mull, to whoso “gola ” ho took Engineer Chase in order to telephone for 
the second engine; that the money was borrovA'cd in Sagar Mull’s “gola ” after 
the telephone was sent; and that Sagar Mull was to pay half of this sum 
himself. 

The Rs. 50 due from Radha Kissen was repaid to Sagar Mull, according 
to Rudha’s statement, about seven days later, and an entry to this effect is 
shown in witness’s “khatta ” book. Witness further stated that*the money 
was paid to Engineer Chase quietly on the way back to the engine, and that 
Sagar Mull was not thero then. 

Sagar Mull is away in Moulmein. His brother Muralidhar, who works in the 
same ‘‘ gola,” stated that on that night Bhikraj and Radha Kissen came together 
to his “gola ” with three or four others, and both borrowed Rs. 100 from him 
which they both took away. On the following day ho asked them what 
became of this ilioney. They returned Rs. 40 to him, and stated that the 
balance, Rs. 60, had been spent on account of the fire. In 8up{X)rt of this 
witness produces an entry in his “ khatta” showing a payment of Rs. GO to the 
“ damkhalwala ” ( “ damkhul ” means a fire engine). Witness could not remem¬ 
ber if any “ sahib ” came with Radlia Kissen to the office, and said that the 
telephone for the Fire Brigade was sent before he arrived at the office from his 
house. 

As regards the third charge — 

Witness Haridas Mandal, cited by Chandra Shekhar as having been 
present when payment was made, stated he would he able to recognize the 
“ sahib” to whom payment was made in witness’s presence. At the identifi¬ 
cation parade tnis witness did not identify any one. 

Jotin Bisw'as, Ihe other witness alleged to have been present, stated that 
he was inside the ‘‘ gola ” with Makhan, ond that the money was paid on the 
road in his sight 14 cubits away from the door of the “ gola” : it was then 
9-80 p.M. 

Engineer Chase has stated that in leaving this stand-pipe and hose 
behind when the engine was withdrawn, he was not acting on his own 
initiative, but under orders received from Superintendent llaultain. 

This officer has 18 years’ blameless service to his credit, 14 of which have 
been spent in the Fire Brigade. During this period he has worked under 
very trying conditions at ail classes of fires throughout the town and suburbs 
of Calcutta and Howrah, and his work has always beon well spoken of. I 
think in view of bis previous exemplary character and the inconclusive nature 
of the evidence in support of each of these charges that he is entitled to the 
benefit of the doubt.

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RESOLUTION ON THE REFOBT ON THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE 
JAIL DEPARTMENT FOR THE YEAR 1909.

Read— 

The Report on the Administration of the Jail Department for the year 1909. 

Read also— 

The Reports for the years 1907 and 1908 and the Resolutions of Government recorded 
thereon. 

Lieutenant-Colonel W. J. Buchanan, i.m.s., was in charge of the Depart¬ 
ment from Ist January to 19th March 1909, and Major J. Mulvany, i.m.b., who 
has submitted the report, officiated for him during the remainder of the year. 

2. 'I'he outstanding feature of the previous year’s repox-t was the groat 
increase in the jail population. During the year 1909 the daily average 
population showed a still further increase, being 17,108 compared with 16,739 
m. 1908 and 15,275 in 1907. The main increase took place in the first seven 
months of the year; the maximum .being reached in July. There are, 
however, signs of some relief. The total number of prisoners admitted during 
the year fell from 101,485 to 89,081. The daily average of prisoners under 
trial fell from 2,249 in 1908 to 2,005 in 1909, and the total number of under¬ 
trial prisoners admitted fell from 44,804 to 37,484. 

3. The necessity for increasing the accommodation is the most seiious 
problem which the Jail Administration of the Province has to face. The !.otal' 
number of prisoners for wh<7m accommodation is provided in all jails in the 
Province (excluding hospital accommodation j is 14,815 convicts and 1,895 
under trial. The daily average population during the j^ear was 15,066 
convicts and 2,C05 unaer-trial prisonerti. To realize the seriousness cf 
the situation, it is necessary to take into consideration the following four 
elementary principles :— 

(1) Convicts cannot be placed in undcr-trial wards ; 

(2) The surplus accommodation in female wards cannot bo used for the 

accommodation of male prisoners; 

(3) Adult male prisoners cannot be accommodated in wards reserved for 

juveniles ; 

(4) Hospital accommodation should not be used for prisoners who are 

not sick. 

The accommodation provided for females, juveniles, and sick prisoners is, 
;i8 a rule, adequate in all jails, but the accommodation set apart for these 
classes and for under-trial prisoners and the accommodation in subsidiary 
jails, where prisoners are detained only for very short terms, have to be 
deducted from the total before the true problem is realised. The male 
convict accommodation in Central and District Jails provides for 13,264 
prisoners, whereas the daily average number of male convicts amounted 
iii 1909 to 14,458, and the maximum, reached in July, was 14,993. Out of 
the 37 Central and District Jails in the Province, 23 were overcrowded 
throughout the year. The situation was met, as iu the previous year, by 
accommodating prisoners in hospitals, workshops and temporary huts; but 
such expedients, in His Honour’s opinion, can no longer be deemed 
])ermissible. A measure of relief has been obtained through the opening of 
tlie new Central Jail at Alipore, which has accommodation for 1,390 prisoners, 
but this too is merely a temporary expedient, as the old Presidency Jail, which 
has uccoinmodation for 1,291 prisoners, will have to be evacuated within three 
years at the outside. In the Lieutenant Governor’s opinion it is essential to 
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increase the accommodation available in the Central Jails, and this can only 
be done eSeetually and permanently by building a new Central Jail. 

So long as the jails are overcrowded, as at present, it is impossible to take 
satisfactory measures for the classification of male convicts, and little can be 
done beyond temporary measures for the segregation of prisoners on admission. 
His Honour proposes, however, that the new Central Jail should be built on 
the most modern lines, as a special jail for the accommodation of habitual 
criminals, where a more rigorous system of jail discipline will be enforced. 
To this jail will be removed tbe worst ot the criminal population^of the 
Province, and through the relief thus obtained the Central Jails will be enabled 
to accommodate the long>term convicts, at piesent incarcerated in District 
Jails, which are not intended for prisoners undergoing sentences in excess of 
six months. 

4. The Lieutenant-Governor notes with satisfaction that in spite of the 
overcrowding, the mortality decreased from 31*1 per mille in 1908 to 24’5 
pei millo in 1909, a figure which compares favourably with the average of 
preceding years. If the mortality of the Hazaribagb Central Jail, which 
reached the high figure of 71’5, be excluded, the rate for the Province was only 
21*3. Twenty-four jails showed a decrease of mortality in 1909. The high 
rate in Hazaribagb has received the anxious consideration of Government, and 
the report of Captain Wells, i.m.s , who was deputed to make a special investiga¬ 
tion into the causes of this high rate, is awaited. His Honour is glad to note 
that there were throughout the jails of the Province only four deaths from 
cholera. I’liere was a decrease in the^ number of deaths from tuberculosis. 
The desirability of providing special accominodatiou for prisoners suffering from 
this disease has long been recognised, and when the much-needed relief is 
obtained through the building of a new (Jontral Jail, it is hoped that it will bo 
possible to set apart special wards for such prisoners. 

5. Towards the end of the year the Department took over the new Central 
Jail at Aliporc, but it was not •opened for the reception of prisoners till 
January Jst, 1910. The new sub jails at h^dhubani and Sitamarhi, and 
the extension of the Diamond Harbour Jail, will be completed early in 1910. 
Sanction has been, obtained, and funds have been provided, for the 
construction of new sub-jails at- Banki in Cuttack and Banka in Bhagalpiir, 
and the enlargement of the sub-jails at Magura and Samastipur. Many other 
jirojocts for the improvement of District .Jails and reconstruction of sub-jails 
await a more favourable time for the pvovision of funds. 

6. Although there was an increase in the number of prisoners employed 
on jail mnnufactures there was a decline in the cash earnings of the 
Department, and the total earnings amounted to Ks. 4,90,292 compared with 
Ks. 4,56,127 in 1908, Rs. 5,37,107 in 1907 and Rs. 6,32,679 in 1906. The 
Inspector-Gcueml attributes the deci'oaso in cash earnings to the absence of 
orders from other Departments of Government due to financial stringency and 
the consequent accumnlatiou of unsold stocks in the jail godowns, and to ' an 
increase in the amount of work done for the Jail Departments of this and other 
Provinces, the value of which is not shown under the head “Cash earnings.” 
Ilis Honour bus directed a special enquiiy to be hold intc this subjorst. 

7. The number of offences comniitted by convicts was 32,495 compared 
with 28,688 in the previous ytar. The increase is due to the extension of 
jail population. The number of B class prisoners (habitual offenders) and of A 
class was about equal; but 65 per cent, of the offences were committed by the 
B class prisoners. During the year twelve convicts and four prisoners under 
trial escaped, of whom seven in all wtre recaptured. 

8. There was an increase in the number of punishments inflicted on 
warders from 1,583 to 1,955. Tho present system, under which the duty of 
guarding prisoners is largely entrusted to convicts employed as wardors, overseers 
and watchmen, has been condemned on more than ono occasion. The svstem 
is economical, but efficiency and discipline luust necessarily suffer, ^fhore 
are at present in the jails of the Province 1,531 paid wardors and 2,840 convict 
officers, a figure which represents more than one-third of tho A class prisoners. 
Ot the convict officers, 199 are employed as warders, 759 as overseers and 1,882 
08 watchmen. The improvement of the warder system can be effected only 
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gradually as funds permit; meanwhile the new jnrenile jail at Alipore has been 
officered entirely by paid guards, and the same system will be followed in the 
new Central Jail for habitual prisoners. 

An important reform sanctioned during the year was the formation of two 
circle reserves of warders, the one et Alipore, the other at Buxar, in which 
recruits are being trained to fill vacancies occurring in the Central and District 
Jails within the circle. 

9. The average period of detention of prisoners under trial in sessions 
oases was 36 days compared with 31 in the previous year. Prisoners under 
trial in other oases wore detained for an average period of 16 diys compared 
with IZjJr in 1908. The longest average period was in Barasat—31 days, and 
the shortest in Dumka—7 days. 

10. The Discharged Prisoners' Aid Society of Cilcutta continued to do 
good work. They assisted 68 discbai-geil prisoners in addition to 39 employed 
m their book>binaing workshop. 'I'he annual grant of Rs. 3,000 from the 
Claude Martin Fund was received from the Gommissioner of Police, and 2,020 
released convicts received aid from ttiis source usually sufficient to enable them 
to reach their homes. 

11. The names of the officers commended by the Inspector-General have 

been noted. The Lieutenant-Govern or desires to thank Lieutenant-Colonel W. 
J. Buchanan, i.m.s., and Major J. Miilvany, for their able administration 

of the Department during the past year. He desires also to acknowledge the 
work done by Major Mulvany in revising the Jail Code. 

Order. —Ordered that a copy of this Resolution lie forwarded to the 
Inspector-General of Prisons for information and guidance. 

Ordered also that a copy of this itesolution and a copy of the Report be 
submitted to the Government of India in tlie Home Department.

SUMMARY OF RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS TAKEN IN BENGAL 
DTJBIMG THE MONTH OF MAY 1910. 

Dubino the month of May, rainfall was general over the Province. The fall was 
below the average evey^wbere, except in ihe dietriots of Murshidabad, Jenore, Khnlna, 
Muzaffarpar, Pomea, Kazaribagh and Ranchi, where it was above the aven^. The 
excess was well marked in Khulna, where the departnre from the normal was -f 1*84 inches. 
On an average 8outh>Wett Ben»l received 4*73, Bihar 1*64, Orissa 2*60 and Chota 
Nagpur 1*46 inches of rain. The departure from the normal was -—0‘56 inch in South* 
West Bengal, —0 77 inch in Bihar, --1*65 inches in Orissa and—0*83 inch in Ohotn 
Nagpur, the defect being gieatest in Orissa. 

The following table mves full data for oon^arison of the aotiial and normal rainfall of 
the month of May for iul the districts of the Province. The flgvres are derived from the 
averse and actual rainfall of the rain*reporting stations in eaoh district. 

The first column gives the normal or average district raiufall as determined from the 
observations of pat,t years. The second column gives the actual district raiufall as determined 
from the sotual rainfall of the month su, the roporting stations in eaoh district. The third 
column expresses the ratio of the actual district rainfall of the past month to the normal 
raiufall as a percentage. The fourth column gives the same information as the third in a 
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slightly different form, stating as a percentage how maoh the district rainfall of the month 
varied in excess or defect from the normal.
